MAY 14, 2001 


A legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of East Bridgewater, qualified 
to vote in elections and town affairs was held at the East Bridgewater Gordon W.

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Spagone, and sworn to duty by Town Clerk, Marcia Weidenfeller, were James 
Weidenfeller, John C. Keefe, Donald Nelson, Elizabeth Hayes, John Boucher and 
Michael Payton. Non voters present were Frank Savino, Treas/Collector, George 
Samia, Town Accountant, Dr. Judith Riordan, Superintendent of Schools, Michael 
Botelho, Executive Secretary, Joy Lovell, Fire Department, Barbara Ostertag- 
Holtkamp Director of Library Services, Cheryl Robertson, Assistant Assessor, James 
Hager, Superintendent of Southeastern Regional Vocational High School and Allen 
Duarte, Principal of the Middle School. Recording the meeting from East Bridgewater 
Community Television Inc., were Terry Mason, a non resident, and Steven Brown. 


The Moderator called the meeting to order at 7:23 P.M. and he declared that 
a quorum of one hundred fifty (150) people was present. 


Town Clerk Marcia Weidenfeller read the opening of the Warrant and the 
Return of Service. 


Before any action was taken on articles George Samia, Town Accountant, 
presented a clarification of terms used in describing Municipal financial terms. 


Robert Coulter, Chairman of the Finance Committee, spoke briefly about the 
process the Finance Committee used in determining their recommendations for the 
articles on the warrant. 


The following action was taken: 


ARTICLE 1 -Voted that $400,000 is raised and appropriated for the purpose of 
financing the following water pollution abatement facility projects: repair, 
replacement and/or upgrade of septic systems, pursuant to agreements with the 
Board of Health and residential property owners, including without limitation all 
costs thereof as defined in Section 1 of Chapter 29C of the General Laws; that to meet 
this appropriation, the Treasurer, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen is 
authorized to borrow $400,000 and issue bonds or notes therefor under 
Massachusetts General Law Chapter 111, Section 127B1/2 and/or Chapter 29C of the 
General Laws; that project and financing costs shall be repaid by the property owners 
in accordance with the agreements authorized under those statutes and at 5% interest 
per annum, of which the proceeds from such interest, as well as any amounts 
received from the homeowner for there payment of such loans, shall be credited to 
the "Reserve for Appropriation - W.P.A.T. Loan Repayment Account", and shall, with 
approval of Town Meeting, be used to fund the repayment of any loans granted by 
the Water Pollution Abatement Trust under this authorization. Such bonds or notes 
shall be general obligations of the Town: that the Treasurer with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen is authorized to borrow all or a portion of such amount from the 
Massachusetts Water Pollution Abatement Trust established pursuant to Chapter 29C 
and in connection therewith to enter into a loan agreement and/or security 
agreement with the Trust and otherwise contract with the Trust and Department of 
Environmental Protection with respect to such loan and for any federal or state aid 
available for the projects or for the financing thereof; and that the Board of Selectmen, 
Board of Public Works, or other appropriate local body or official is authorized to 
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_ enter into a project regulatory agreement with the Department of Environmental 
Protection, to expend all funds available for the projects and to take any other action 
_ necessary to carry out the projects.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
October 22, 2001 


A legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of East Bridgewater, qualified 
to vote in elections and town affairs was held at the East Bridgewater Gordon W. 
Mitchell Middle School, Monday evening, October 22, 2001 at, 7:30 P.M. under a 
Warrant issued by the Selectmen and dated October 1, 2001. 


Checking voters into the auditorium were Roberta McCarthy, Beverly 
Fanning, and Ellis V. Fanning. There were One Hundred Ninety-Five (195) voters 
present, Fifty-Four (54) in Precinct I, Seventy-Nine (79) in Precinct II, Sixty-Two (62) 
in Precinct Ill. Tellers appointed by Moderator, Peter P. Spagone, and sworn to duty 
by Town Clerk, Marcia Weidenfeller, were James Weidenfeller, Jane Haines, Claire 
Yocum, Fred Chapman, Cheryl Pooler and Jayne Curley. Non voters present were 
Frank Savino, Treas/Collector, George Samia, Town Accountant, Dr. Judith Riordan, 
Superintendent of Schools, Michael Botelho, Executive Secretary, Barbara Ostertag- 
Holtkamp Director of Library Services, Jane Finlay, Assistant Library Director, Allen 
Duarte, Principal of the Middle School, Richard Achin, Administrative Asst. to 
Superintendent, James Simpson, Attorney for town concerning Article 12, Denise 
Hill, Enterprise Correspondent, Thomas Murphy, Attorney for Mary Gormley and 
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Chris Wallgren, a reporter for The Boston Globe. Recording the meeting from East 
Bridgewater Community Television Inc., were Terry Mason, a non resident, and 
Steven Brown. 


The Moderator called the meeting to order at 7:40 P.M. and he declared that 
a quorum of one hundred fifty (150) people was present. 


Town Clerk Marcia Weidenfeller read the opening of the Warrant and the 
Return of Service. 


Selectman James Hardy asked for a moment of silence honoring the victims 
of the September 11' attack on the United States. One of the victims of the attack was 
Craig Miller. Craig was a former resident and graduate of East Bridgewater Schools. 
He was also a veteran of the Persian Gulf War and was working at the World Trade 
Center in New York at the time of the attack. Craig’s family still resides in East 
Bridgewater. 


The following action was taken: 


ARTICLE 1 - Voted that $400,000 is raised and appropriated for the purpose of financing 
the following water pollution abatement facility projects: repair, replacement and/or 
upgrade of septic systems, pursuant to agreements with the Board of Health and 
residential property owners, including without limitation all costs thereof as defined in 
Section 1 of Chapter 29C of the General Laws; that to meet this appropriation, the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen is authorized to borrow 
$400,000 and issue bonds or notes therefor under Massachusetts General Law 
Chapter 111, Section 127B1/2 and/or Chapter 29C of the General Laws; that project 
and financing costs shall be repaid by the property owners in accordance with the 
agreements authorized under those statutes and at 5% interest per annum, of which 
the proceeds from such interest, as well as any amounts received from the 
homeowner for the repayment of such loans, shall be credited to the "Reserve for 
Appropriation - W.P.A.T. Loan Repayment Account", and shall, with approval of 
Town Meeting, be used to fund the repayment of any loans granted by the Water 
Pollution Abatement Trust under this authorization. Such bonds or notes shall be 
general obligations of the Town; that the Treasurer with the approval of the Board of 
Selectmen is authorized to borrow all or a portion of such amount from the 
Massachusetts Water Pollution Abatement Trust established pursuant to Chapter 29C 
and in connection therewith to enter into a loan agreement and/or security 
agreement with the Trust and otherwise contract with the Trust and Department of 
Environmental Protection with respect to such loan and for any federal or state aid 
available for the projects or for the financing thereof; and that the Board of Selectmen, 
Board of Public Works, or other appropriate local body or official is authorized to 
enter into a project regulatory agreement with the Department of Environmental 
Protection, to expend all funds available for the projects and to take any other action 
necessary to carry out the projects.

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ARTICLE 2 - Voted to transfer and adjust $19,084.12 from the FY-02 Budget voted at 
the May 29, 2001 Annual Meeting by transferring the following listed amounts for the 
payment of unpaid bills of prior year:

Before any action was taken on Article 10, Glen Tattrie, Chairman of the Capital 
Needs Committee reported that the committee wanted to reduce the amount of the 
article from $70,000 To $53,000. Michael Botelho, gave an explanation as to why the 
article was needed. A lengthy discussion took place concerning the article. Several 
amendments were presented and defeated. 


ARTICLE 10 - I move to raise and appropriate the sum of $70,000.00 for the repair of 
the fields, the installation of a well, well house and irrigation system for the stadium 
football and upper soccer fields and to meet that appropriation the Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Board of Selectmen, be authorized to borrow $70,000.00. 
A voice vote was taken and the Moderator declared the ARTICLE DEFEATED 


Before any action was taken on Article 11, Moderator Peter P. Spagone announced 
that he would be stepping down as moderator for this article. Robert McCarthy was 
elected temporary moderator and sworn to duty by Town Clerk, Marcia 
Weidenfeller. Mr. Spagone stated that he is a member of the Central School Council 
and spoke in favor of the Article. Glen Tattrie of the Capital Needs Committee 
reported that the committee unanimously supported this article. 


ARTICLE 11 - Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000.00 for the 


replacement and upgrade of telephone systems at the Central and High Schools and 
to meet that appropriation the sum of $30,000.00 be raised from Free Cash. 
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Before any action was taken on Article 12, James Simpson, Legal Counsel for the 
Town of East Bridgewater gave a short explanation concerning this article. An 
amendment was presented to change the amount of the article from $49,000 to 
$125,000. The amendment was defeated. 


ARTICLE 12 - Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $49,000.00 in partial 
settlement of the case of Mary Gormley v. Town of East Bridgewater et. al., MCAD 
#96-BEM-3457, pursuant to the settlement agreement entered into on or about 
September 28, 2001, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to take all actions and 
execute all documents it deems appropriate or necessary to execute said settlement 
agreement and to effectuate the purposes of this vote, and to meet that appropriation 
$49,000.00 be raised from Free Cash. 


ARTICLE 13 - Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000.00 for the purpose of 
retaining special counsel in the matter of East Bridgewater Education Association, et. 
als. v. Frank Savino, Town Treasurer, Town of East Bridgewater, et als, No. 00-1103B 
and related actions, and to meet that appropriation $50,000.00 be raised from Free 
Cash.

ARTICLE 14 - Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000.00 for emergency 
repairs on Hereford Lane and Colewood Road, within the Crescent Ridge II 
Subdivision and to meet this appropriation $10,000.00 be raised from Free Cash. 


Before any action was taken on Article 15 Steven Belcher, a member of the Land Use 
Committee, stated that the committee voted against selling this land. 


ARTICLE 15 - I move to transfer the care, custody, management and control of town 
owned land described as Plot 4 Assessor's Map 76, consisting of approximately 16.8 
acres to the Board of Selectmen for the purpose of selling the land and authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to sell the land in compliance with M.G.L. Chapter 30B public bid 
law procedures. ARTICLE DEFEATED 


ARTICLE 16 - I move to authorize the Town Moderator to appoint a committee of 
seven citizens to be known as the “Maintenance Consolidation Study Committee”. 
The Committee will investigate the current variety of Town maintenance 
requirements and_ responsibilities with the express purpose of making 
recommendations for cost-savings, efficiencies of scale and greater accountability to 
the Town and its Citizens. Recommendations of this committee to be reported to the 
Town Moderator not later than the 2002 Annual Town Meeting. © VOICE VOTE 
TAKEN ARTICLE DEFEATED 


ARTICLE 17 - I move to approve the use of funds from Fiscal 2002 free cash equal to 
any additional Fiscal 2002 state funds that may be received by the town over the 
amount used for the Fiscal 2002 budget (Governor’s H1 budget) without further 
appropriation. The process for allocation of funds to be as determined by the Board of 
Selectmen with the approval of the Finance Committee. ARTICLE WITHDRAWN 
BY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
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Before any action was taken on Article 18, Maryanne Roan, a member of the 
Historical Commission gave a short presentation explaining the need for this article. 
She also stated that there were several typographical errors that had been corrected in 
the article. 


ARTICLE 18 - Voted to amend the General By-Laws, PART FIVE - REGULATIONS, 
by adding the following Demolition Delay By-Law: 


Il. HISTORIC PROPERTIES - DEMOLITION: 


Section 1. Intent and Scope: 

This by-law is enacted to promote the public welfare and safeguard the town’s 
historical, cultural and architectural heritage by protecting historical resources that 
make the town a more interesting, attractive and desirable place in which to live. The 
by-law aims to protect and preserve historic properties within the town by 
encouraging their owners to seek alternatives to their demolition and by providing 
the Town an opportunity to work with owners of historic properties in identifying 
alternatives to their demolition. 


Section 2. Definitions 
As used in this bylaw, the following words and terms, unless the context requires 
otherwise, shall have the following meanings: 


2.1 “Building” - any combination of materials forming a shelter for persons, animals 
or property. 


2.2 “Commission” - The East Bridgewater Historical Commission 


2.3 “Demolition” - any act of destroying, elimination, pulling down, razing or 
removing a building or any portion thereof, or starting the work of any such act with 
the intention of completing the same. 


2.4 “Person” - any natural person, firm, partnership, association, company, realty 
trust or corporation. 


2.5 “Significant Building” - any building or portion thereof, which is not within a 
regional historic district or local historic district subject to regulation under the 
provisions of G.L. c. 40C but which 


(i) has been listed or is the subject or a pending application for listing on 
the National Register of Historic Places, or 

(ii) has been listed on the Massachusetts Register of Historic Places, or 

(iii) is over 75 years of age and which is determined by the Commission to 
be a significant building as provided by section 3.4 of this by-law, either 
because 


(a) it is importantly associated with one or more historic persons or 
events, or with the broad architectural, cultural, political, economic 
or social history of the Town or the Commonwealth; or 
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(b) it is historically or architecturally important (in terms of period, 
style, method of building construction, or association with a 
famous architect or builder) either by itself or in the context of a 
group of buildings. 


2.6 “Preferably-preserved significant building” - any significant building as to which 
the Commission determines, as provided in section 3.7 of this by-law, that it is in the 
public interest to be preserved or rehabilitated rather than to be demolished. 


Section 3. Procedures 

3.1 No permit for the demolition of a building which is a significant building as 
defined in 2.5 herein shall be issued other than in conformity with the provisions of 
this bylaw as well as in conformity with provisions of other laws applicable to the 
demolition of buildings and the issuance of permits therefore generally. 


3.2 Any person who intends to file an application for a permit to demolish a building 
which: 

(1) has been listed or is the subject of a pending application for 
listing in the National Register of Historic Places or is listed in 
the Massachusetts Register of Historic Places; or 

(2) which is over 75 years of age, shall file a Notice of Intent to 
Demolish a Significant Building with the Building Inspector, 
and in addition, shall complete the review process established 
in sections 3.1 through 3.9 herein. The Building Inspector shall 
forthwith transmit copies of each duly filed Notice of Intent to 
the Commission. 


3.3 The Commission shall prepare and have available for distribution a Notice of 
Intent to Demolish a Significant Building, which shall contain at least the following 
information: 


(i) the applicant's name, address and interest in such 
property; 

(ii) the owner’s name and address, if different from that of the 
applicant; 

(iii) the address or location of such property; 

(iv) Assessors’ map and parcel number; 

(v) A brief description of such property; and 

(vi) An explanation of the proposed use to be made of the site 
of such property. 


3.4 Where an applicant has filed a Notice of Intent to Demolish a building that is over 
75 years of age which neither has been listed nor is subject of a pending application 
for listing on the National Register of Historic Places nor has been listed on the 
Massachusetts Register of Historic Places, the Commission shall, within seven 
business days of the filing of the Notice of Intent, file with the Building Inspector an 
initial determination in writing as to whether or not the building is a significant 
building in accordance with any criterion set forth in section 
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2.5 (a) and (b). A determination that a building is not a significant building shall be 

_ transmitted by the Commission to the applicant, to the Building Inspector and the 
_ applicant shall not be required to take any further steps prior to filing for a 
demolition permit. 


3.5 The Commission shall, unless the building is not significant, hold a public hearing 
on each such Notice of Intent within thirty (30) days after the date it is filed with the 
Building Inspector and shall give notice thereof by publishing the date, time, place 
and purpose of the hearing in a local newspaper at least fourteen (14) days before 
such hearing and also, seven (7) days prior to said hearing, mail a copy of said notice 
to the applicant. The Commission may also require that the applicant maintain on the 
building, which is the subject of an application, a notice, in a form designated by the 
Commission, visible from the nearest public way, of any hearing upon the subject 
matter of such application; and the applicant shall comply with such requirement. 
Within twenty-one days from the close of the public hearing, the Commission shall 
file a written determination with the Building Inspector as to whether the demolition 
of the building will be detrimental to the historical, cultural or architectural heritage 
or resources of the Town. 


3.6 If, after such hearing, the Commission determines that the demolition of the 
significant building would not be detrimental to the historical, cultural or 
architectural heritage or resources of the Town, the Commission shall so notify the 
applicant, and the Building Inspector. Upon receipt of such notification, the Building 
Inspector subject to the requirements of the State Building Code and any other 
applicable laws, bylaws, rules and regulations, issue the demolition permit. 


3.7 If the Commission determines that the demolition of the significant building 
would be detrimental to the historical, cultural or architectural heritage or resources 
of the Town, such building shall be considered a preferably-preserved significant 


building. 


3.8 Upon a determination by the Commission that the significant building which is 
the subject of the application for a demolition permit is a preferably-preserved 
significant building, the Commission shall so advise the applicant, the Building 
Inspector and no demolition permit may be issued until at least 120 days after the 
date of such determination by the Commission. 


3.9 Notwithstanding the preceding sentence, the Building Inspector may issue a 
demolition permit for a preferably-preserved significant building at any time after 
receipt of written advice from the Commission to the effect that either: 


(i) the Commission is satisfied that there is no reasonable likelihood 
that either the owner or some other person or group is willing to 


purchase, preserve, rehabilitate or restore such building, or, 


(ii) the Commission is satisfied that for at least 120 days, owner has 
made continuing, bona fide and reasonable efforts to locate a 
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purchaser to preserve, rehabilitate and restore the subject building, 
and that such efforts have been unsuccessful. 


Section 4 - Emergency Demolition 


Nothing in this by-law shall restrict the Building Inspector from ordering the — 


demolition of a significant building determined by him to present a clear and present 
danger to the safety of the public which only demolition can prevent. 


Section 5 - Non-Compliance 
5.1 Whomever violates any provision of this by-law shall be penalized. Each day on 


which any violation continues shall constitute a separate offense. Violators shall 
be penalized by a fine of $300.00 per day, payable to the Town of East 
Bridgewater. 


5.2 The Commission and the Building Inspector are each authorized to institute any 
and all proceedings in law or equity as they deem necessary to obtain 
compliance with the requirements of this by-law or to prevent a violation 
thereof. 


5.3 No building permit shall be issued with respect to any premises upon which a 
significant building has been voluntarily demolished in violation of this by-law 
for a period of three years after date of the completion of such demolition. As 
used herein “premises” includes the parcel of land upon which the demolished 
significant building was located. 


Section 6 - Severability 


If any section, paragraph or part of this bylaw be for any reason declared invalid or 
unconstitutional by any court, every other section, paragraph and part shall continue 
in full force and effect. 


Section 7 - Conflict 
No provision of this by-law shall be construed or applied so as to conflict with 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 143. In the event of an apparent conflict, the 
provisions of General Laws, Chapter 143 shall prevail. 


Before any action was taken on Article 19 an explanation concerning the need of the 
Wetlands By-Law was presented by Claire Yocum, Chairman of the Conservation 
Commission. Several amendments were presented and approved, but the article was 
defeated. 


ARTICLE 19: I move to see if the Town will vote to amend the General By-Laws, 
PART FIVE - REGULATIONS, by adding the following Wetlands Protection Bylaw: 


Ill. WETLANDS PROTECTION 


1.0 Purpose 
The purpose of this by-law is to protect the wetlands, water resources, and adjoining 


land areas in the Town of East Bridgewater (The Town) by controlling activity 
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deemed by the East Bridgewater Conservation Commission (EBCC) likely to have a 
significant effect upon resource area values, including but not limited to the 
following: public or private water supply, groundwater, flood control, erosion and 
sedimentation control, storm damage prevention, water quality, water pollution 
control, fisheries, shellfish, wildlife habitat, rare species habitat including rare plant 
species, agriculture, aquaculture, and recreation value, deemed important to the 
community (collectively, the "resource area values protected by this bylaw). This 
bylaw is intended to utilize the Home Rule authority of this municipality to protect 
additional resource areas, for additional values, with additional standards and 
procedures stricter than those of the Wetland Protection Act (G.L. Ch. 131 Section 40) 
and Regulations thereunder (310 CMR 10.00) (the "Act"). The East Bridgewater 
Conservation Commission is empowered to protect the wetlands including specific 
interests following and to enforce and remediate damages to said wetlands. 


The Town of East Bridgewater's location within the Taunton River Watershed 
requires this bylaw to protect four specific concerns. These concerns, as they relate to 
the eight interests in the Act, are as follows. In keeping with protection of public, 
private and groundwater supplies, the EBCC shall have concern with jurisdictional 
resources that are in the Water Protection District as listed in the Zoning By-laws. In 
keeping with flood control and storm damage prevention, the EBCC shall have 
concern with jurisdictional resources that are in flood plain districts, including those 
listed in the Zoning By-laws. In keeping with prevention of pollution, the EBCC shall 
have concern with both point and nonpoint discharges, including all conservation 
structures connected to jurisdictional resources. In keeping with protection of land 
containing freshwater shellfish, fisheries and wildlife habitat the EBCC shall have 
concern with jurisdictional resources found to contain freshwater shellfish, 
anadromous /catadramous fish runs, and vernal pool species. The EBCC's concern 
with the above shall be defined as minimizing impact on said resources. 


2.0 Jurisdiction 

Except as permitted by the Conservation Commission pursuant to the Act or as 
provided in this by-law no person shall commence to remove, fill, dredge, build 
upon, degrade, discharge into or otherwise alter the following protectable resource 
areas: any freshwater marshes, wet meadows, bogs, swamps, vernal pools (whether 
or not certified), banks, ponds of any size, rivers, streams, creeks, lands under water 
bodies, bordering lands subject to flooding or inundation by groundwater or surface 
water, or isolated lands subject to flooding and lands abutting any of the aforesaid 
resource areas (collectively the " resource areas protected by this by-law"). Said 
resource areas and their applicable buffer zones under the Act, if any, shall be 
protected whether or not they border surface waters. 


3.0 Conditional Exceptions 
The application and permit required by this by-law shall not be required for 


emergency projects necessary for the protection of the health and safety of the public, 
provided that the work is to be performed by or has been ordered to be performed by 
an agency of the Commonwealth or a political subdivision thereof; provided that 
advance notice, oral or written, has been given to the Commission prior to 
commencement of work; provided that the Commission or its agent certifies the work 


69 


as an emergency project; provided that the work is performed only for the time and — 
place certified by the Commission for the limited purposes necessary to abate the 
emergency; and provided that within 21 days of commencement of an emergency 
project a notice of intent (NOI) application shall be filed with the Commission for 
review as provided by this bylaw. 


Other than stated in this section, the exceptions provided in the Act shall apply under 
this bylaw. 


4.0 Regulations 
After public notice and public hearing, the Commission shall promulgate rules and 


regulations to effectuate the purposes of this by-law effective when approved by 
town meeting vote. Failure by the Commission to promulgate such rules and 
regulations or a legal declaration of their invalidity by a court of law shall not act to 
suspend or invalidate the effect of this bylaw. 


At a minimum these regulations shall define key terms in this bylaw not inconsistent 
with the bylaw and procedures governing the amount and filing of fees, costs and 
fines. 


5.0 Enforcement 

No person shall alter jurisdictional areas protected by this by-law, or cause, suffer, or 
allow such activity, or leave in place unauthorized fill, or otherwise fail to restore 
illegally altered land to its original conditions, or fail to comply with a permit or an 
enforcement order issued pursuant to this by-law. 


The Commission and its agents shall have authority to enter upon any privately 
owned land for the purpose of performing their duties under this bylaw and may 
make or cause to be made such examinations, surveys, or sampling as the 
Commission deems necessary, subject to the constitutions and laws of the United 
States and the Commonwealth. 


The Commission shall have authority to enforce this bylaw, its regulations, and 
permits issued thereunder by violations notices, administrative orders in accordance 
with Mass. General Laws Chapter 40 Section 21D as accepted by the Town of East 
Bridgewater and civil and criminal court actions. Any person who violates provision 
of this by-law and/or regulations may be ordered to restore the property to its 
original condition and take such other action deemed necessary to remedy such 
violations, or may be fined as outlined in the fee schedule incorporated as part of 
Mass General Laws Chapter 40, Section 21D. 


Upon request of the Commission the Board of Selectmen and Town Counsel shall 
take legal action for enforcement under civil law. Under request of the Commission, 
the chief of police shall take legal action for enforcement under criminal law. 


As an alternative to criminal prosecution in a specific case, the Commission may issue 


citations under the noncriminal disposition procedures set forth in G.L Chapter 40 
Section 21D. 
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6.0 Burden of Proof 

The applicant for a permit shall have the burden of proving by a preponderance of 
the credible evidence that the work proposed in the permit application will not have 
unacceptable significant effect upon the resource area values protected by this by- 
law. Failure to provide adequate evidence to the Commission supporting this burden 
shall be sufficient cause for the Commission to deny a permit or grant a permit with 
conditions. 


7.0 Appeals 
A decision of the Commission shall be reviewable in the Superior Court in 


accordance with G.L. Chapter 249 Section 4. 


8.0 Relation to the Wetlands Protection Act 
This by-law is adopted under the Home Rule Amendment of the Massachusetts 
Constitution and the Home Rule statutes, independent of the Act thereunder. 


9.0 Severability 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this by-law shall not invalidate any other 
section or provision thereof, nor shall it invalidate any permit or determination, 
which previously has been issued. | ARTICLE DEFEATED

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


The Board of Selectmen is pleased to report on their actions and accomplishments 
during the year 2001. 


The past year offered many examples of why East Bridgewater is a wonderful 
community in which to live, work, raise a family and experience what a small town 
has to offer. What was most impressive was the reaction of the community to the 
events of September 11; 2001. The true impact of September 11, 2001 may not be 
known for many years. Words alone cannot describe just how deeply the events of 
that date affected so many lives. East Bridgewater, like so many other small towns in 
the United States, watched the events unfold in horror. Again, like so many other 
small towns, East Bridgewater gathered itself, and with the collective resolve of its 
citizens rallied in support of those affected by the tragedy. The spirit, resolve, 
appreciation and sense of pride that are alive and well in East Bridgewater were 
clearly displayed at the candle light vigil and the tree lighting ceremony on the 
Common. In both cases our citizens, neighbors and friends gathered as a united 
community. We will need to draw upon these attributes to rise to the challenges we 
will undoubtedly face in the year to come. Remember, together we can handle 
anything. 


Following the 9-11 attacks, the emergency response system for all towns and state 
agencies was reviewed and tested. Police Chief John Silva and Fire Chief Ryon Pratt 
provided a detailed plan and report to the Board outlining East Bridgewater’s state of 
preparedness. The Board thanks them for their hard work and thoroughness in 
providing for the protection of the citizens of East Bridgewater. 


This year’s Town election brought a change to the Board of Selectmen as James Hardy 
joined the board filling a vacancy resulting from Eric W. Greene’s decision not to seek 
reelection. The Selectmen extend their sincere appreciation to Eric for his eighteen 
years of service to the Board and the Town of East Bridgewater. 


In the spring, the Board was notified that the EPA completed the clean-up project at 
the “Old Colony Railroad Site” which includes the properties of the former Eastern 
States Steel, Precise Engineering and Old Colony Railroad bed. The Board is seeking 
opportunities to resolve tax liability and lien issues in order to redevelop this site in 
the future. 


In July the Board was notified that the William Henry Osborne, who received the 
Medal of Honor while serving as a private in the 29th Massachusetts Volunteer 
Infantry during the Civil War, would be inducted into the Massachusetts Medal of 
Honor Hall of Fame. Mr. Osborne was cited for bravery when, after being seriously 
wounded and taken to the rear, secured a rifle and voluntarily returned to the front. 
Failing to find his own regiment he joined another and fought with it until he was 
severely wounded and taken prisoner. 
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Late in the fall, the Board approved a contract with Virtual Town Hall to create an 
interactive web site for East Bridgewater Town government. The site will provide 
information for citizens and access to government services and information through 
the Internet. The site will be fully operational by late spring 2002. 


The Board completed negotiations with the State Department of Environmental 
Management for the repair of Forge Pond Dam. The town received $50,000.00 to 
undertake the project. At year-end the Board was in the process of obtaining design 
services to begin the repair process. The Board of Selectmen expresses its gratitude to 
Senator Robert Creedon and Representative Kathleen Teahan for their efforts and 
support. It was Senator Creedon’s successful work last year that secured funding for 
this project. 


The Board entered into contracts to complete major capital projects to reclaim and 
repave the lower High School parking lot, Fire Station lots and equipment ramp 
areas, and the Central School rear lot and playground area. The Board also approved 
a contract to reclaim and repave West Union Street, Harvard Street and a portion of 
Highland Avenue. That work will be done in 2002. 


In November, the Board approved and adopted a Land Use Policy for town owned 
properties under the selectmen’s jurisdiction. These include; Leland Farm, Sachem 
Rock Farm, John L. Silva, Jr. Athletic Complex, Town Common, and the Town Forest. 
The policy governs permitted and prohibited uses, hours of operation, fees (if any), 
and other important conditions on the use of these properties. 


East Bridgewater faced a difficult financial challenge in 2001. State budgets were not 
completed until late in the year. The Town's budget was completed in the spring 
based on a conservative estimate that local aid would remain at the prior year level. 
This required all departments to present level service budgets and to reduce 
operating expenses. The Board appreciates the effort that town departments made to 
accomplish this task and to keep East Bridgewater's financial condition sound. The 
town’s financial team, Treasurer/Collector Frank Savino, Accountant George Samia, 
Administrative Assessor Cheryl Robertson, Executive Secretary Michael Botelho and 
the Finance Committee continue to oversee our finances and ensure that the town’s 
financial status is secure. The town’s bond rating continues at a favorable level in 
part through the measures taken to maintain and improve the Stabilization Fund and 
Free Cash levels. It continues to be an important task to maintain strict budgetary 
controls and build on our financial strengths, which continues to be accomplished 
through teamwork. 


The Board would like to express their appreciation to Executive Secretary, Michael 
Botelho, Administrative Assistant, Karen Grabau and Senior Clerk, Catherine 
Johnson for their hard work throughout the year. They carry on the diversified daily 
business of our office in a friendly and efficient manner and the Board appreciates 
their efforts. 
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To all of the Town Departments, Boards and Committees a sincere thank you for your 
cooperation and assistance to the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater.

Total department responses represent an increase of 15 % over calendar 2000. 
Total number of patient's treated/ transported by the fire department ambulances in 
calendar year 2001 was 959. This is an 18 % increase over 2000. 


Fire prevention activities continue to be a top priority, with the department recording 
479 fire prevention inspections. 


2001 was a very busy and productive year for the Fire Department. It also brought 
new and tragic challenges to our country and for those of us in the public safety 
arena. The events of September 11, 2001 and subsequent events of bio-terrorism, 
throughout our nation, clearly placed the fire service as first responders, as well as 
numerous other public safety entities on notice that the status-quo was over and the 
future needs relative to preparedness for threats of terrorism would be defined as we 
go. The responsibilities placed on the fire service nationwide changed significantly as 
we responded to fears of terrorism, including in our own town with the best example 
being mail containing unknown substances. 


As we responded to these incidents I witnessed our residents and visitors from 
children and parents to the elderly to officials from government agencies impacted by 
the fear of not knowing if they had been touched by a terrorist act. I can report that of 
the responses to these incidents thus far none have turned out to be acts of terrorism 
or harmful substances. However these events clearly showed this department the 


new realities that we face and our need, and | consider our mandate, to be as 


prepared as possible to respond appropriately to the threat of terrorism. 


As we responded to these calls and interacted with those people affected by them I 
noticed a common thread. People needed reassurance that everything was all right 
and that they were safe. We have all learned tragic lessons since those horrific events 
of September 11 that I believe have changed us forever. Some believe that as time 
passes, people will forget. Whether or not that is true | do not know. I will however 
commit to the citizens of East Bridgewater that this department and I as the 
department head will not. 


This department will be pro-active in our approach to preparedness. We will seek 
out the best possible training and endeavor to acquire the appropriate technology and 
equipment to respond if needed to calls for assistance whatever the form. We will 
continue to work with local, state and federal officials in the pursuit of information 
and the maintenance of relationships beneficial to the cause of preparedness and the 
ability to respond effectively. While we do not know all of the challenges that lie 
ahead it is my intent to be as prepared as possible to respond. 


On a more positive note the department's newly implemented Advanced Life 


Support program proved to be very successful during 2001. Of the 959 patients 
treated/ transported by department personnel 562 required the services of Advanced 
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Life Support treatment while enroute to the hospital. While we used to have to rely 
on outside private agencies to perform this service, at times with delay, the members 
of your fire department were able to provide the service with efficiency, quality and 
success. As this program evolves we continue to strive for excellence. Without the 
support of our community this would not be possible and the department members 
and | are appreciative of the support that continues to be given to this department by 
Town Meeting voters, Finance Committee members, Capital Needs Committee 
members and the Board of Selectmen. 


In October the reconstruction of the Fire Station parking lot was completed. 


In 2001 this department was successful in securing over $25,000.00 in non-Town 
matching grants as follows: 


S.A.F.E. Grant $4541.82 
Firefighter Safety Equipment Program $20,819.00 


Total $25,360.82 


The S.A.F.E. (Student Awareness of Fire Education) grant helps to provide for fire 
prevention and education funding for use with our children and our efforts to reach 
them with a message of fire prevention and safety. 


The Firefighter Safety Equipment Program was born from the tragedy of the loss of 
six Worcester firefighters in 1999. These funds purchased a P.A.S.S. device (Personal 
Alert Safety System) for each firefighter in the department at no cost to the Town. 
These devices when activated provide a warning when firefighters become lost or 
trapped in a fire or when the temperature in the firefighter’s surroundings exceeds 
350 degrees.

Departments can add their own data 
layers to the project as time and money allows, this was just the first step toward a 
full GIS.

As of October 1, 2001 each Food Establishment must have at least one full- 
time equivalent individual appointed as the person in charge under the State Sanitary 
Code 105 CMR 590.003 and the Federal Food Code 1-101-11(2). 

The person in charge must be certified in food sanitation and knowledgeable of safe 
food handling with an understanding of basic HACCP (Hazard Analysis Critical 
Control Point) principles. The person shall demonstrate this knowledge by complying 
with the 1999 Federal Food Code and by being a Food Protection manager who has 
shown proficiency of required information through successful completion of a Serve 
Safe Course. This Board has provided two successful seminars for certification in the 
Serve Safe Program.

Besides assisting our patients with a variety of home health services, the 
ACVNA/Partners Home Care, Inc. offers many community programs including 
wellness programs, immunization programs, health promotion screening, nutrition 
seminars, Caregivers support groups and health education seminars.

I would like to thank all of the town departments that have helped the Highway 
Department to have a productive year. Again, we have an above average winter in 
the amount of times the roads had to be sanded, however, the amount of plow times 
were fairly low. 


I thank all Highway, Tree and Water Department employees for their dedication 
because when sanding takes place it is obviously during inclement weather and more 
often than not, in the middle of the night. 


I also thank all the hired plow contractors for their dedication, as well. 

The first thing that we did after a hard winter was to clean out our 1200 plus catch 
basins and sweep over eighty miles of road, using town-owned equipment for both 
jobs. 

We look forward to the reconstruction and paving of Harvard and West Union 
Streets beginning in the upcoming construction year. These jobs will take two 


construction seasons to complete. 


Also, reconstruction of the intersections both at the Joppa Grille and at the Town 
Cleaners will start this spring with funding from the State and Federal Governments. 


I thank all of the Highway Department employees who have worked hard this past 
year and have given me support. 


We look forward to serving the residents of East Bridgewater in the upcoming year.

REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater, 


The Board of Water Commissioners is pleased to inform you of the progress the 
Water Department has made this past year. 


As with everyone, the year 2001 has shed a vast new light on all of our everyday 
lives. In the new heightened security the water department has taken steps to 
maintain the security of your water system. All alarm systems were upgraded, 
department personnel have attended seminars, and the police have been asked to 
keep an extra look to the wells and tank. We also ask that all residents, if they notice 
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anything unusual at the sites, to contact the water department or the police 
department. 


The department has completed the changeover from telephone lines to radio wave 
telemetry to operate the SCADA (Supervisory Control and Data Acquisition) system 
that the department uses to monitor and operate the water system. This change has 
seen the department saving over $450.00 a month from dedicated telephone lines. 


The department is continuing with its ongoing programs, including leak detection, 
hydrant upgrading, and cross connection surveying where over 84 sites have been 
surveyed, submitted plans and installed approved devices. 


This past year the department personnel replaced an old 1” water line feeding 5 
homes on Strong Ave. with an 8” water main, that the houses are now hooked up to 
and a hydrant for fire protection has been installed. Also 500’ of 2” water main was 
installed between Strong Ave. and Spear Ave. to loop the streets. The department 
has been looking at several other areas in the town where dead ends can be looped to 
help eliminate rusty water due to dead end situations. Some of these include 
Pleasant and Belmont Sts., Central and Franklin Sts., and Plymouth and Washington 
Sts., via Hillcrest Road. The Board has also worked with the Planning Board to have 
two large cul-de-sac subdivisions, Stonegate Estates and Latham Farm’s mains 
connected to eliminate another large dead end loop. 


The department has had to deal with certain areas of town periodically having brown 
water, most noticeably areas with older iron mains. This problem can be associated 
with broken pipes or hydrant use most commonly. When the department started 
corrosion control of the system we were told that aside from softening the water, that 
it also softens the build up on the inside of the pipes, and be more susceptible to any 
surges, even minor ones in the piping and creating dirty water situations. This is one 
of the reasons we aggressively flush the system every spring to “blow” out the 
system. At other times of the year we can flush areas, but naturally it is hardest in the 
winter months when flushing is not always possible. 


There are several other projects the department is working on, including the 
acquisition of software to computerize department functions and records. This 
software is also GIS (Graphic Information System) capable, allowing the department 
to have mapping done and maintained in the towns new mapping system developed 
by the Assessor’s Office. 


Superintendent Scott McCann reported that this past year the department has 
renewed or repaired 26 service connections, repaired 6 water main breaks, repaired 
or replaced 26 hydrants and overseen the addition of 11,700 feet of new water main to 
the system. With the addition of 55 new service connections, the department has 3918 
customers, maintains 614 hydrants and 79 miles of water mains. We are currently 
changing over the system’s water meters to a newer model which can be updated so 
as to be capable of being polled via radio saving manhours reading meters as the 
Edison and gas companies have just done. 
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During the summer it was brought to the Board’s attention that the use of the hand 
held two-way radio communicators on the same Town department wide frequency 
that has been in use for over 50 years was becoming increasingly overridden by 
signals from other communities with closely aligned band widths to the point that 
often times individuals could not be contacted. Also many “blind spots” had been 
noted whereby these radios were ineffective. With the rising state-of-the-art in 
cellular phones and the lowering of monthly charges for the same, the Board decided 
it would be prudent to improve the communications of the department by switching 
to Nextel phones for the entire department. To date this has proved to be very 
effective and has eliminated many missed communications. Other Town 
departments are on the same network and missed messages can be easily retrieved. 
This will allow discontinuance of telephone line connections at all the well sites that 
have been seldom used and a source of alarm circuit problems, which can now be 
handled by the new SCADA system. 


The Board takes this opportunity to thank all the other departments for their 
continuing cooperation and assistance in facilitating the ongoing work of the Water 
Department.

The Committee is pleased to report that in 2001 we established contact with 
the State of Massachusetts, Public Access Board, Department of Fisheries, Wildlife 
and Environmental Law Enforcement. At the present time, the Public Access Board is 
beginning the process of designing, permitting and constructing a canoe launch and 
small parking area on town property at Bridge Street over the Satucket River. The 
Board has also expressed interest in a similar arrangement to improve access at 
Robbins Pond. The most important aspect of this relationship is that we can improve 
access to town waterways at no additional expense to the taxpayers of East 
Bridgewater. 


The Open Space Committee has completed its fourth year of service since 
the Open Space Plan was updated and submitted in 1998. The current Open Space 
plan will expire in 2003. In the upcoming year the committee will be concentrating on 
updating the current plan in order to be submitted in 2003. 
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Finally, we would like to thank the various boards, committees and citizens 
for their support in preserving and maintaining our valuable open space. We would 
also like to extend a special thanks to past and present Eagle Scout candidates for 
their efforts in improving accessibility along the Bay Circuit Trail.

REPORT OF THE CARVER COTTON DAM AD HOC COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater 
The Carver Cotton Dam Ad Hoc Committee was formed at the request of the Board 


of Selectmen as a result of public hearing concerning the future of the Cotton Gin 
Dam and the Satucket River. Formed in the late summer of 2001, numerous meetings 
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with many federal, state, and local authorities were held. Several on-sight visits and 
inspections were held at the dam and along the Satucket River. 


The Dam Committee submitted a report to the Board of Selectmen at the October 9, 
2001 Board of Selectmen Meeting. Our Committee suggested in the event the dam 
and sluice gate were not repaired, that an alternative devise be installed upstream of 
the Plymouth Street bridge. This simple new structure would maintain a water level 
somewhere between the present dam crest and the current unrestricted flow. A 
permitting process would then be followed. 


Whereas the Office of Dam Safety has found the dam unsafe and unstable, it will 
likely be removed to avoid costly repair. Such action would keep the water level at 


the present state. 


The citizens of East Bridgewater are passionate about this important and historic 
waterway. The Ad Hoc Committee stands ready to serve in the rivers best interest.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The year 2001 was another very productive year for the Department of Public Trees 
and Land Management. In its third year of an aggressive five-year program to 
remove hazardous trees from our public ways, the department removed 65 
hazardous trees in 2001. 


Our tree-planting program continues to develop, and we are constantly looking for 
alternative sources of funding. East Bridgewater received its third Mass Relief Grant 
in as many years to replant shade trees throughout our community. The National 
Arbor Day Foundation recognized East Bridgewater for the third consecutive year as 
a Tree City USA community. 


While the maintenance of our public shade trees remains our primary concern and 
tree pruning and the maintenance of roadside vegetation continues to be a major 


focus, the department's role and responsibilities continue to expand. 


We focus a great deal of effort on the care of the community's open spaces, 
maintaining our Town Common, Hobart Park, Joppa Green, the Public 
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Library, Police Station, Town Hall, Farren Cottage, Town Cemeteries, Leland Farm, 
Sachem Rock Farm and the John Silva Jr. Athletic Complex. Sachem Rock Farm 
underwent the second phase of an intensive archeological study during the spring 
uncovering some very interesting findings. At Leland Farm ground was broken this 
year for the first phase of construction of a 60-acre soccer complex, thanks to the 
efforts of some the town's most dedicated volunteers. East Bridgewater was chosen as 
one of 15 communities by the Department of Environmental Management to take part 
in a pilot study to research and document some of our town's most historically 
sensitive landscapes. 


The department is grateful for the support of the townspeople who made possible the 
purchase of both a new 4-wheel-drive pick-up truck that we received in February and 
our new multi-purpose forestry truck that arrived in November. These 2 new pieces 
of equipment have already proven invaluable in increasing our ability to perform our 
duties more safely and efficiently. 


| wish to thank the crew of the East Bridgewater Department of Public Tree & 

Land Management. Although the loss of Ken Krushas in September to a job-related 
injury has left the department with a critical manpower shortage at this time, the 
dedication and commitment that Fred Brown and David Verity continue to show to 
the department and the community is commendable and deeply appreciated. 


| would also like to thank the town officials and boards and the other town 
departments for their cooperation, as well as the people of East Bridgewater for their 
support during the past year. The events of September 11 have made all Americans 
aware of how important it is to maintain and nurture the positive qualities of our 
communities. Our department is both proud and grateful to have been entrusted by 
the people of East Bridgewater with the care of our public trees and many of the open 
spaces that make our community unique.

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REPORT OF EAST BRIDGEWATER COMMUNITY TELEVISION, INC. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens of East Bridgewater, 


The Board of Directors of East Bridgewater Community Television, Inc. is 
pleased to offer our first official report to you and to the people of East Bridgewater. 


As you are aware, EBCTV, Inc was formed in June, 2000 as a not-for-profit 
corporation, charged with maintaining the studio and overseeing local access 
programming here in East Bridgewater. In years past, the cable provider, 
(Continental Cablevision/ Media One/ AT & T Broadband) was responsible for 
managing the local access programming as part of their contract with the town. The 
trend in recent years has been to create local access designees, such as EBCTYV, Inc., to 
handle the day to day local access programming. This is a good thing, since the 
EBCTY, Inc. Board of Directors is made up entirely of citizens from East Bridgewater, 
and has a vested interest in quality local access programming. 


After taking a few months to get organized, and to address some immediate 
technical concerns, the Board of Directors set out to find a qualified local access 
director. We were extremely fortunate to hire Terry Mason, who came on board in 
January 2001. In her first year, Terry has become a popular and familiar face around 
East Bridgewater, working closely with town officials and employees, school 
personnel and students, community organizations, EBCTV Members, as well as the 
EBCTV Board of Directors. 


In 2001, EBCTV welcomed its first ten individual members and first two 
organizational members. Individual members are town residents who may have 
ideas for programs that they would like aired on our public access channel, or just a 
desire to learn some TV production skills. Organizational members are community 
groups that wish to support EBCTV, or may have some programming ideas they 
wish to air. Membership is open to any town resident or organization. We would 
like to invite everyone to become a member. 


This past year, EBCTV welcomed East Bridgewater native Tom Kerrigan as 
our newest member of the Board of Directors. Tom brings enthusiasm for our 
mission, as well as extensive computer networking knowledge that has been most 
welcome as we upgrade our technical facility. 


It would be an understatement to say the studio and field equipment we 
inherited from the cable provider was in tough shape. While functional, this gear 
was far from state-of-the art, and would be considered by many as obsolete. As part 
of the license agreement between the town, and Media One (now AT & T Broadband) 
the cable provider has made a modest financial contribution to cover studio and 
equipment upgrades. The EBCTV Board of Directors has been cautiously moving 
forward in the purchase of new equipment. As you are aware, television equipment 
is expensive, and the options are many. The Board of Directors has gone to great 
pains to make sure we make smart purchases. The decision was made to gradually 
shift from outdated analog formats to a more modern digital format. Among the

major equipment upgrades made in 2001, the purchase of two, new Sony DVCAM 
camcorders, which are used to cover events around town. We also purchased a 
Matrox non-linear editing suite. Studio upgrades include a new Mackie audio board, 
and control room monitors. A common viewer complaint has been poor audio and 
we have been addressing those concerns. Terry persuaded A T &T to boost the audio 
level at their head-end in Brockton for our access channels. We have also purchased 
new lavaliere microphones, a wireless microphone, and we have installed two 
overhead microphones in the high school library to augment the audio that comes 
from School Committee meetings. In the upcoming year, we will be improving the 
audio from the Selectmen’s hearing room in Town Hall. 


EBCTYV has been the recipient of two computers from the Brockton Credit 
Union, both of which have been placed into service. The Board would like to take 
this opportunity to publicly thank BCU for their kind donation. 


After a long absence, EBCTYV is thrilled to have Focus Today with George 
Hart back on the air! Focus Today is just part of the local programming seen on our 
local access channels. In 2001, EBCTV provided coverage of 41 Board of Selectmen 
meetings, 31 School Committee meetings, three sessions of Town Meeting, two 
finance committee meetings, and a public hearing held by the Sewerage Feasibility 
Study Committee. Other events seen on TV; the Tri-Town Veterans’ Day parade, 
Christmas on the Common events, the East Bridgewater Business Association’s 
annual Business Expo, as well as the Candlelight Vigil held on the town common in 
memory of the victims of the September 11 terrorist attacks. 


EBCTV and our local access director Terry Mason have worked closely with 
the public schools over the past year. One new show that is a result of this positive 
working relationship is Learning Focus. Learning Focus is a series of programs 
designed to give students and residents important and useful information about the 
East Bridgewater Public Schools. Other school related programs aired during 2001 
include Fall and Winter Viking Pride Nights, High School and Middle School 
graduations, a patriotic program put on by second graders at the Central School as 
well as assemblies to help eighth graders and their parents make the transition to 
high school. Under the board's direction, Terry serves as the advisor to the newly 
formed Viking Video Club. The club was formed to give East Bridgewater High 
School students an opportunity to express themselves through the medium of 
television and to learn TV production skills. Club members are also exposed to career 
opportunities in the television and communications field. In December, the club 
welcomed WBZ TV Anchor/ Reporter Eileen Curran who spoke in fascinating detail 
about her job, and of the career path that led to her current position. It is hoped 
others from the broadcasting industry will address the club. 


Another key programming component is our community bulletin board. 
Residents need only tune to Channel 9 for a few minutes to find out what is going on 
in town. Organizations in town can easily submit bulletin board messages to EBCTV 
through our website at www.ebctv.org. In 2001, EBCTV also began maintaining the 
School Department's bulletin board, which is seen on Channel 58. 
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There is still much work ahead and the EBCTV Board of directors looks 
forward to a busy 2002. Among the priorities for the new year, further equipment 
and studio upgrades, more local programming with increased citizen involvement, 
and a closer working relationship with other town departments and agencies. Given 
the support we have received from the town and its people, these goals for the New 
Year should be achievable.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The year 2001 brought many changes for the East Bridgewater Public Library system. 
As in other Town Departments, budget cuts effective July 1, 2001 resulted in a 
reduction in services at the Public Library, and at the school libraries beginning this 
fall. July 1, 2001 the Public Library began closing at 5:00 p.m. on Wednesdays. 
Nevertheless, our dedicated staff continue to provide the best service they are able to, 
given reductions in staff time, book budgets and library open hours. The Library 
offers an outstanding collection of books, reference materials, and books on tape, in 
addition to an increased collection of large print books, a wide variety of music CDs, 
videos and magazines. The Library is fully handicapped accessible and offers 
services to the visually handicapped. The Library's community room is available free 
of charge to local organizations. 


On March 5, 2001, the Library welcomed Barbara Ostertag-Holtkamp as new Director 
of Library Services. With her departure in November, Jane Finlay, previously 
Assistant Director, was appointed to replace her. The Board of Library Trustees 
would like to thank Ms. Ostertag-Holtkamp for her dedicated service, and to 
welcome Ms. Finlay in her new position. 


A highlight this year is the March 21st dedication of the front room of the original 
Library building in honor of F. D. Millet, painter, journalist and statesman, originally 
from East Bridgewater. In collaboration with the East Bridgewater Historical Society, 
the Library held a grand reception, attended by over 100 participants. Three artworks 
of Millet's, among them the highly regarded Bay of Naples painting, and a collection of 
Millet's decorations and medals, on loan from the East Bridgewater Historical Society, 
are on display. Additional materials, generously donated by David Millet Emerson, 
of Oregon, Mrs. Charles Sumner Millet of West Bridgewater, Peter Engstrom of East 
Bridgewater and others, were added to the Library's Millet archive. The Board would 
like to thank all those who made this special event possible, including the East 
Bridgewater Historical Society, Peter Engstrom, master of ceremonies, and Millet 
family and friends. 


In May and June 2001 the Library completed a major remodeling project with 
spectacular results. A relaxing blue carpet transformed previously tiled areas, and 
replaced the old orange carpet. Nearly the entire Library received new paint. The 
Library closed for a week to complete the project -- we thank our patrons for their 
support during this arduous but worthwhile undertaking. 


On October 16, 2001, the Friends of the East Bridgewater Library sponsored Joan 
Gatturna as Petticoat Patriot. Her remarkable portrayal of Deborah Sampson, the only 
female soldier to serve in the American Revolution, left the audience feeling certain 
they had known the independent and determined Ms. Sampson, and delightfully 
informed about the every day life of a soldier and a woman in colonial times. 


The Friends also held their Annual Book Sale in the spring and again offered the 
popular Entertainment coupon books for sale over the December holidays. The 
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Library is thankful to the Friends for their generous purchase of a new book drop, 
replacing the old rusty one. 


The entire month of February, the Public Library accepted food donations for the East 
Bridgewater Emergency Food Pantry as payment for overdue fines. Through the 
generosity of many patrons, the Library once again made a significant contribution to 
this worthy cause. 


The East Bridgewater Adult Reading Club continued to meet regularly the last 
Wednesday of the month, despite having to move to an offsite location due to the 
Library's loss of Wednesday as an open night. 


This year the SAILS library network added iBistro, a new, user friendly, online 
computer catalog. Using iBistro, East Bridgewater Library patrons, whether at home 
or in the library, can search all 60+ SAILS libraries, place holds on almost any item, 
renew items, view best-seller lists, be notified of new books by favorite authors, 
search magazine and newspaper databases, and even submit address changes. Log 
on to http:/ /opac.sailsinc.org <http://sailsinc.org>. For user ID enter the numbers 
below the barcode on your library card. For password enter the last four digits of 
your telephone number. The High and Middle Schools also have access to these 
services through their SAILS membership. 


The Children's Room offered a full program of story times, crafts, special programs, 
and an exciting summer reading program, First of All, Read, to hundreds of local 
children. Highlights this year are: Mike the Hatman, Journey to Asia through Folktales, 
puppet shows by Galapagos Puppet Theater, Go for the Stars, and a Harry Potter 
TriviaThon. We extend many thanks to those whose generosity makes these programs 
possible, and especially the East Bridgewater Arts Council, the North River 
Collaborative, and the many others who contributed their talent, time and energy. 
We thank the Early Childhood Advisory Council for their support of the toy 
collection in the Early Childhood Resource Center, and the Mom's Club of East and 
West Bridgewater, for their fund raising efforts. 


Late July, Children's Librarian, Lorraine Boyd, left her position at the Library. We 
would like to thank her for her dedication to the Children's Room and the Library. 
Fortunately, in a time of shortage and high demand for Children's Librarians, Anne 
Vantran, formerly a Children's Librarian at Lawrence Public Library, joined our staff 
in September, just in time to offer a full fall program at the Children's Room. A new 
program of particular note is the "Twilight Chapters," an early evening story time for 
3rd-5th graders. 


This year the Central, Middle and High School libraries lost open hours at the start of 
the fall semester, and buying power to purchase many reference and other titles, due 
to budget cuts. The staff, however, continue to offer high quality assistance with 
research and instruction in library skills. School Librarians Vicki Boucher, Jennifer 
Repeta, and Anne Johnson attended selected educational workshops. The Middle 
and Central School libraries once again held very successful book fairs, raising 
additional funds to augment their collections. 
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The Public Library hosted many art exhibits during the year. Of particular note is The 
Creative Voice, featuring art and poetry of East Bridgewater Middle School students, 
and the annual display of High School art work, as well as shows of individual artist's 
work. The Sachem Quilters brightened the Library in March with their display of 
creative and colorful quilts and wall hangings. Thanks go to the East Bridgewater 
Arts Council, Susan Merritt, current Director, and to Cheryl McCabe and Marijo 
Martin for their dedication managing the Library exhibits. 


Hundreds of Public Library patrons made use of the Library's discount passes to 
Boston's Science, Children's and Fine Arts Museums, the Boston Aquarium, Plimoth 
Plantation, Roger Williams Park Zoo, and Brockton's Fuller Museum of Art. We 
extend our thanks to the South Shore Bank, the Friends of the Library, the East 
Bridgewater Arts Council, the Eastman Fund and many individual patrons for 
generously supporting these programs. 


The Board of Library Trustees would like to thank outgoing Board member, George 
McCabe for his many years of dedicated service to the Library, and extend our 
appreciation to new member James Weidenfeller who joined the Board in his place. 


Finally, the Board would like to thank the many individuals and organizations who, 
though not named above, have given so generously to the Library this past year. Our 
thanks, also, to our dedicated staff members for their contribution to making our 
libraries the valuable educational and recreational resources they are.

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater 


The East Bridgewater Council on Aging is a nine-member volunteer board appointed 
by the Board of Selectmen for staggered three year terms. The Council’s major 
responsibility is to set local policy for programs and services for citizens 60 and over. 
The Council is part of town government and all citizens 60 and over are automatically 
entitled to the programs and services it provides. Programs and services are 
administered through the Office of Elderly Affairs. The Office and the Senior Drop-In 
Center are located in the Farren Cottage, 137 Central St. The Council on Aging meets 
at 7 p.m. on the first Tuesday of each month at the Senior Drop-In Center. 


Our services include outreach, assistance and referrals in the areas of medical 
insurance, tax preparation, homecare and legal services. Transportation for medical 
appointments and shopping is arranged through Dial-A-Bat for people over 60 and 
disabled persons of any age. The Office arranges social activities for seniors, 
including trips. Health clinics and educational presentations on issues of interest to 
seniors are offered regularly. A newsletter, “The American Neighbor” outlines all 
activities sponsored by the COA, along with providing up-to-date information on 
issues important to the elderly. Approximately 1,200 newsletters are mailed monthly 
to homes and businesses in East Bridgewater. 


Fuel assistance applications for all eligible East Bridgewater residents, regardless of 
age, are handled through the Office of Elderly Affairs. The office also provides 
additional assistance to non-elderly residents on request. Family assistance is 
provided with housing, nursing home placement, medical insurance, eyeglasses, 
hearing aides, etc. 


Our wonderful volunteers continue to support us and words cannot express how 
much we appreciate them. This year, our volunteers, who range in age from high 
school students to senior citizens, gave us a total of 1,807 hours of volunteer service. 


In 2001, the Office of Elderly Affairs provided some type of service to approximately 
46 % of the elderly population. The following are among the programs and activities 
offered.

REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater: 


As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council (OCPC), we are pleased 
to present this report on behalf of the Council for 2001. 


The Old Colony Planning Council was established in 1967 by state statute and is 
authorized to prepare plans for the physical, social and economic development of the 
fifteen-member community region. OCPC is designated as: an Area Agency on 
Aging by the Executive Office of Elder Affairs to plan, manage and coordinate elder 
services in a twenty-three community service area; an Economic Development 
District by the U.S. Secretary of Commerce for the coordination of economic 
development activities within the OCPC District: and, as the Metropolitan Planning 
Organization (MPO) to plan and program transportation and transit improvements 
for the region. We are proud that the Old Colony Planning Council is the only 
regional council in New England to hold all of these official designations at the same 
time. 


In addition to the above-designated responsibilities, the Council is concerned with a 
wide variety of area-wide and inter-municipal concerns as they pertain to the 
development of the Planning District. The Council also assists its member 
municipalities with technical planning assistance, grant application preparation 
assistance and with information on local and regional trends by maintaining current 
socioeconomic information. 


In 2001, the Council completed the Regional Transportation Plan that serves as an 
overall planning guide, which identifies transportation project needs, in the OCPC 
region, for the next twenty-five years. It includes information on regional profile, 
regional transit, freight/goods movement, highways, rail, bicycle, pedestrians, air 
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and water transportation, environmental, financial summary and the relationships 
between them. The Regional Policy Plan was also completed and distributed to 
member communities. The OCPC Plan serves as a guide to municipal officials in 
directing local planning efforts and is also consistent with the Southeastern 
Massachusetts Vision 2020, An Agenda for the Future. During this year, the Council 
also continued to work on Local Comprehensive Plans, Executive Order 418, Route 
106 Corridor Study, and with the Southeastern Massachusetts Vision 2020 program 
and the Brockton Area Coalition for the Homeless to address uncontrolled sprawl, 
promote a high quality of life, more efficient use of public resources, and enhance 
private investment opportunities. 


Each member community of the Council is represented by one delegate and one 
alternate member. The Council members establish policy, develop the work 
program, and employ and oversee the activities of the professional staff. The Council 
meets on the last Wednesday of each month at 7:30 PM in the OCPC offices located at 
70 School Street, Brockton, MA. In 2001, the Council elected David A. Johnson of East 
Bridgewater as President of OCPC; Joseph E. Faraca of Brockton as Council Secretary; 
and, Joseph P. Landolfi of Stoughton as Council Treasurer. Pat Ciaramella serves as 
Executive Director of the Council. The Council would like to thank the past President 
Eldon F. Moreira for his leadership, support and commitment to Old Colony Planning 
Council. 


The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of its 
member communities and the participation and involvement of the many individuals 
who participate as members of committees. Special thanks are extended to Joint 
Transportation Committee Chair Stephen Baker; Comprehensive Economic 
Development Committee Chair Salvador A. Pina; and, the Area Agency on Aging 
Advisory Committee Chair Phyllis Hancock for their dedication and leadership 
during the year. The Council also recognizes the work of local boards and 
commissions and the government agencies, public and private institutions and 
individuals who assisted the Council in its efforts.

The terrorist attacks of September 11, 2001 have inspired a renewed outpouring of 
Patriotism. The evidence of this is everywhere - American flags wave from the 
antennas of automobiles, porches, office buildings, and homes. Requests have been 
received and information has been provided concerning flag etiquette following the 
events of September 11". 


On October 8, 2001, we proudly participated in a candlelight vigil on the Town 
Common honoring this tragic event. We have national cemeteries filled with the 
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graves of patriots who fought to secure world peace and we want to take this 
opportunity to say “Thank you” to our men and women in the military who are 
fighting to restore this peace.

REPORT OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER PATRIOTIC 
ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE. 


To the honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater: 


The purpose of the Patriotic Activities Committee (EBPAC) is to plan and provide for 


appropriate Town representation and participation for all activities, functions and 
observations of a patriotic nature. This includes planning for and preparation of 
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Town parades, exercises, ceremonies and participation for events such as: Decoration 
Day, Armed Forces Day, Memorial Day, Flag Day, Incorporation Day, Independence 
Day, Veterans Day and others. In addition, the Committee’s responsibilities include 
maintenance and provision for all the town’s Patriotic displays, including 
monuments, memorials, squares, flagpoles and flags. 


The EBPAC continues to work with other Town committees and local civic groups 
and service organizations to ensure that the Town of East Bridgewater appropriately 
fulfills its legal and moral obligations to the People of our community, state and 
nation through recognition of those who have given of themselves so that our 
Country could remain Free and achieve greatness for all of its citizens. 


The following are highlights, enumerating some of the accomplishments of our 
Committee over the past year, 2001: 


On Saturday morning, May 26th, members of the Committee, together with a group 
of Legionnaires from Post 91 and a team of Cub, Boy and Girl Scouts, and their 
leaders, marked the graves of all the Veterans in all town cemeteries with American 
Flags, fulfilling the historical obligation of Decoration Day, the original precursor to 
Memorial Day. 


On May 28th the Committee, in conjunction with the Commercial Club and American 
Legion Post 91 hosted the 133rd Memorial Day commemoration; the 18th held on our 
Town Common. We sadly noted the passing of twenty-eight military Veterans from 
among our town residents: twenty-two from World War II, three from the Korean 
war and three from the Vietnam war, over the past year. Moving and respectful 
Exercises on the Common included music provided by the East Bridgewater High 
School Viking Band, the recitation of Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address by Alexander 
deSerpa and the haunting notes of “Taps” by buglers Jared Burrell and Ryan Coyne, 
students at East Bridgewater High School. A combined American Legion/U.S.Army 
Reserve honor guard rendered rifle salutes at each of the Veterans’ Monuments down 
flag-lined Central Street, and the people adjourned to the Commercial Club where, 
after a brief ceremony hosted by president David Coots at the Peter Moskos memorial 
pavilion, a fine family style chicken barbecue was heartily enjoyed by all of those in 
attendance. 


On the evening of June 10th on the Town Common, the Committee coordinated a 
Flag Day observation ceremony conducted by American Legion Post 91 with Cub 
Scouts from Pack 28 and Boy Scouts from Troop 29, assisted by the Fire Department 
and Ted Haines. Included in the commemoration of Old Glory was the appropriately 
solemn Ceremonial Disposal by fire of many old and worn American Flags removed 
from the cemeteries or contributed by Town departments and patriotic local citizens, 
a number of whom were in attendance to witness the event. 


Once again on July 4th, the Committee decorated Town buildings with bunting and 
placed all the roadside Flags on the Central Street utility poles in celebration of the 
225th anniversary of Independence Day, and the 178th of our Incorporation as a 
Town. 
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On November 11th the Committee, together with American Legion Post 91, 
organized our Town’s participation in the 83rd annual commemoration of Veterans 
Day. The now traditional Tn-Town Veteran's Day Parade and Exercises- were hosted 
this year in the town of West Bridgewater. The theme was “Remember the Sacrifices”. 
On a sunny, windy day, our contingent of marching units, as well as our Selectmen, 
Fire and Police officers once again represented us proudly. The parade route began at 
the staging area on Brewster Road, turned south on North Elm Street to West Center 
Street (Route 106) then east to North Main Street (Route 28), and north to the 
Exercises that followed on the gazebo by the Town Hall. Evelyn Pittsley once again 
acted as parade judge for our town, and the Best Theme trophy was won by the 
American Legion Post 91-sponsored Cub Scout Pack 28 from East Bridgewater. The 
exercises took place in the town hall lot, where the speakers were relatively brief and 
their words heartfelt and effective, and the services were appropriate. A welcome 
Collation of tasty victuals and comestibles was served by the Girl Scouts of West 
Bridgewater, with a helping hand from their Leaders and Mothers, and Marian 
Leonard, in the Parish Hall of Saint Ann’s Catholic Church, immediately after the 
ceremonies. 


Again this year the Committee managed, on its small budget and with a good 
amount of volunteer help and a few donations, to maintain the Town’s Flags (at 
Rowena Hobart park, at Town Hall and on the Common), and Memorials, (the four 
Squares) refurbishing wreaths and making needed repairs to some of the veterans’ 
monuments, restitching, repairing and eventually replacing all the Flags that were 
damaged or destroyed by the effects of our lately warmer but more blustery and 
always unpredictable New England weather. 


Our sincere thanks once again go to retiring Superintendent of Schools 

Judith Riordan; High School Principal George Kelly, the High School 

Concert Band and retiring Music department head Daniel Lasdow, and the EBHS 
Vikings Marching Band, director William Solari and new Music Head Stuart Britton. 
Also, town Veterans services assistant Martha Redgate; members of the Tree 
Department, the Park Department, the Police Department and the Fire Department; 
the Selectmen, Executive Secretary and Karen Grabau; all the other town officials, 
Departments and other Committees who worked with us. Thanks to C.N. Smith 
Farm, Southeastern Regional High School, Chet Mann, John Brooks, the Service 
Organizations of East Bridgewater, and the Citizens of our Town, without whom we 
could not have achieved the successes of the past year. We look forward to working 
with and for all of you again throughout 2002, when the town of Bridgewater will 
host the Tri-Town Veterans Day Parade, Exercises and Collation on Monday, 
November 11". 


We cannot let the opportunity pass without once again soliciting for a few good 
citizens to join with us in the important work of providing for patriotic observations 
and the maintenance of our patriotic memorials in East Bridgewater during our 178 
year.

REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO 
CONTROL PROJECT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater: 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are please to 
submit the following report of our activities during 2001. 


The Project is a special district created by the State legislature in 1957, and is now 
composed of 25 Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the Town of 
Cohasset in Norfolk County. On July 1, 2001 the Town of Bridgewater rejoined the 
Project. The Project is a regional response to a regional problem and provides a way 
of organizing specialized equipment, specially trained employees, and mosquito 
control professionals into a single agency with a broad geographical area of 
responsibility. 


The 2001 season began with an average water table for the region. Efforts were 
directed at larval mosquitoes starting with the spring brood. Ground and aerial 
larviciding was accomplished using B.t.i., an environmentally selective bacterial 
agent. Upon emergence of the spring brood of adult mosquitoes, ultra-low volume 
adulticiding began. The Project responded to 9,673 complaints. 


The first Eastern Equine Encephalitis isolate obtained by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health was found in collections from Canton, in Norfolk 
County, on July 15, 2001. One EEE isolate was collected in Plymouth County from 
Culiseta melanura, a bird biting species, in Halifax on August 18. A three year old girl 
visiting in Canton tested positive in late August for EEE, resulting in the only human 
EEE case in Massachusetts for 2001. The recurring problem of EEE and the increase 
in West Nile Virus to the Northeast continues to ensure cooperation between this 
Project and the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 


West Nile Virus activity increased in Massachusetts during 2001. Plymouth County’s 
first infected bird was found in Lakeville on July 16, 2001. As of November 30, 2;57 
infected birds had been found in twenty six of the twenty eight communities serviced 
by the Project. During 2001, Plymouth County became the epicenter for WNV 
positive horse cases. Thirty of the thirty seven confirmed cases occurred in Plymouth 
County, with Middleboro having eighteen WNV positive horse cases. To ascertain 
the risk to human health and horses, the Project placed mosquito traps in the infected 
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areas. The mosquitoes collected were tested at the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health for WNV, but none were infected. In an effort to keep the public 
informed of WNV activity, updates were posted on our web site,

Ochlerotatus japonicus was found for the first time in Plymouth County. Oc. 
Japonicus is a container breeding mosquito which blood feeds on vertebrates such as 
humans and birds. The mosquito is originally from Japan and was introduced 
several years ago into the New York City area. The mosquito is of interest because it 
is believed to be involved in the transmission of West Nile Virus. The mosquito was 
first found in Lakeville on July 19, 2001, and the spread to Middleboro, Plympton, 
Brockton, Mattapoisett, Bridgewater and Wareham. We now consider Oc. japonicus 
to be well established in the county. The quick spread of this mosquito emphasizes 
the need to eliminate water holding containers such as tires, buckets, old swimming 
pools, and boats from properties. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While 
mosquitoes do not respect town lines the information given below does provide a 
tally of the activities which have had the greatest impact on the health and comfort of 
East Bridgewater residents. 


Insecticide Application. 2,592 acres were treated using truck-mounted sprayers for 
control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site if 
mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in May and the last 
in September. 


During the summer 1,381 catch basins were treated by a Project and Town employee 
to prevent the emergence of Culex pipiens, a known mosquito vector in West Nile 
Virus transmission. 


Aerial Application. Larviciding woodland swamps by helicopter fore the leaves 
come out on the trees continues to be very effective. In East Bridgewater this year we 
aerially larvicided 115 acres. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which can be 
found in woodland pools, swamps, marshes and other standing water areas. 
Inspectors continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific 
larvicides when immature mosquitoes are present. Last year, a total of 75 inspections 
were made to 110 catalogued breeding sites. 


Water Management. During 2001 crews removed blockages, brush and other 
obstructions from 2,865 linear feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows or 
stagnation that can result in mosquito breeding. This work, together with machine 
reclamation, is most often carried out in the fall and winter. 
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Finally, we have been tracking complaint response time, that is the time between 
notice of a mosquito problem and response by one of our inspectors. The complaint 
response time in the Town of East Bridgewater was less than two days with more 
than 267 complaints answered. 


Mosquito Survey. A systematic sampling for the mosquitoes in East Bridgewater 
indicates that Coquillettidia perturbans was the most abundant species. Other 
important species collected included Culex pipiens and Aedes vexans. 


We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office for information about 
mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, control practices, or any other matters of 
concern.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


I respectfully submit East Bridgewater's Fiscal Year 2001 annual report of the 
Treasurer/Collector /Finance Director. 


lam pleased to report that during Fiscal Year 2001, we have continued to keep the 
Town of East Bridgewater’s financial condition, financial practices and general bond 
ratings, into ranges acceptable to the Massachusetts Department of Revenue, the 
various bond rating agencies (i.e.: Moody’s and Standard & Poors), and the 
expectations of the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater. Once again, it is 
expected that during Fiscal Year 2002 we will continue to meet these goals and 
establish new goals that will exceed the standards and result in a stronger financial 
position for the Town of East Bridgewater. 


Free Cash, one of the most important indicators of financial health in a municipality, 
was certified by the Department of Revenue at a healthy $1,543,977 from Fiscal 2001 
for use in Fiscal Year 2002. Trends in Fiscal Year 2002 seem to indicate a decline in the 
economy as well as in Revenues, however Free Cash from FY 2002 is still expected to 
be positive but somewhat lower.. We have continued to strengthen the Towns 
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Financial picture over the last seven years, and expect to continue to do so in the 
future. Our success is largely due to a number of factors which incorporate proper 
financial planning and responsible budget projections, nominal budget reductions 
(while maintaining many of the usual services), outstanding cooperation between all 
departments of the Town, and the great resourcefulness of our various Department 
Heads, Committees and Boards. Especially important were the previous year’s 
increases in State Aid Chapter 70. While this additional aid greatly enhances our 
ability to maintain a healthy financial picture and allows us to meet, and exceed, the 
required School Departments Foundation Budget, we must plan and prepare to 
balance our future operating budgets with only modest, or perhaps no increases in 
State Aid. It is expected that Chapter 70 increases in the future may be, at best, 
moderate and could in-fact decrease in future years. As a result, we must be very 
careful not to rely on one-time revenues such as Free Cash, Stabilization Fund or 
Overlay Reserve to finance our annual budget needs. These funds are our most 
important source to meet emergency one-time expenditures or funding requirements. 


Another positive trend towards financial stability, is the growing stabilization fund. 
The diminished stabilization fund was an important factor when , seven years ago, 
Moody's would not rate us as an investable entity. We have worked hard to build the 
stabilization fund from $3.31 in FY-94, $30,004.80 in FY-95, $207,068.78 in FY-96, 
$566,608.32 in FY-97, $1,050,203 in FY-98, $1,608,905 in FY-99, $2,114,502.03 in FY-00 
and $2,504.571 in FY-01. It is expected that the stabilization fund will be in excess of 
$2.6 million in FY-02. This is one of most positive factors, when combined with a 
healthy Free Cash figures, that Moody's and Standard & Poors will consider when 
determining a rating for East Bridgewater. Our goal is to achieve and maintain a 
balance of slightly over 3 million dollars in the Stabilization Fund and to use the 
principal for only absolute emergency one time expenditure purposes while using the 
interest earned on those funds for the purpose of debt payment appropriation, thus 
reducing the dependence on Tax Levy funds for that appropriation. 


During Fiscal 2001, I applied for, and received, a Bond Rating for the Town of East 
Bridgewater that allowed me to successfully offer over 3.57 million dollars of East 
Bridgewater Bonds on the Securities Market. After submitting a great deal of financial 
documentation as well as objective statistical information, I was able to obtain an 
upper medium investment grade rating of “A2” from Moody’s Investment Services. I 
am confident that by increasing the Stabilization Fund towards our 3 million dollar 
goal during the next two years and showing a strong commitment to financial 
security by not using any one time revenues towards the budget, our next rating 
should hit our goal of “A-1. If our financial position strengthens during the next 2 
years, I plan to visit Moody’s rating agency in New York, where | can present our 
case to increase our rating to “Al”. Each rating upgrade could save the Town 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in a future bond issue. It is therefore very important 
that we insure the Town’s ability to continue on this road to success, especially due to 
the new Securities Exchange Commission regulations requiring continued and 
ongoing Financial Disclosure of any municipality that brings its securities to market. 
Under these new regulations, failure to keep up ratings, along with our healthy 
financial picture, would, as never before, have devastating effects on the Towns 
ability to borrow in the future. In addition, failure to maintain a healthy financial 
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condition may negatively effect our obligations and liabilities to present investors, 
thus leaving us open to litigation. 


Continued careful attention to cash-flow and investment opportunities as well as the 
maintaining of healthy revenue reserves, have resulted in additional savings and 
earnings for the Town. Tax Anticipation borrowing cost money and by careful 
attention to the Towns cash flow, unnecessary borrowing continues to be eliminated. 
| am proud to say that during the last seven years, I have not borrowed any Tax 
Anticipation moneys resulting in hundreds of thousands dollars saved in anticipation 
interest. In addition, investment practices, which call for safe insured investment at 
the highest possible yield, resulted in the average investment return to the Town at 
about 5.54%. These practices will continue into the next fiscal year. I have made 
available to all citizens of the Town, a written investment policy for the 

Treasurer/ Collector. This document is available both at the Town Hall and the Public 
Library for review by any citizen. 


Aggressive tax collection will continue throughout the next fiscal year. These 
aggressive collections have resulted in marked increases in our Free Cash and 
Estimated Receipts. New Tax Title Takings and Tax Receivables have fallen off 
sharply in the last four years thereby reducing the required Overlay and Free Cash 
that must be kept in reserve until those taxes have been paid. By fully utilizing the 
Statutory Collection Procedures, and Civil Court Actions, as well as making available 
affordable delinquent tax payment plans to our citizens who have fallen behind in 
their tax payments, we have seen a greater percentage of tax collections for both 
currently overdue taxes as well as Tax Titles. For those who will not pay, a very 
aggressive plan of action is already in effect. This includes over 15 active cases in 
Land Court for Tax Foreclosure as well as over 40 other properties added to Tax Title 
Liens and recorded at the Registry of Deeds in preparation for or awaiting Land 
Court activity. In addition, there are currently eleven cases in the Civil Court System 
to collect taxes owed which exceed the value of the property taxed or for some other 
reason would not be advantageous for the Town to foreclose on the lien. At the 
present time I am not considering the sale of the tax receivables under Chapter 60 
Section 2c of the Massachusetts General Laws. Although the previous sale never took 
place, over 70 percent of the outstanding receivables were paid by the end of Fiscal 
year 1999. Other collection procedures, utilizing outside collection specialist, will be 
used in conjunction with Land Court Foreclosure and Civil Court Action for the time 
being. If Tax Title balances begin to increase once again, a Tax Title Bundling Sale will 
once again be considered. 


We are still waiting for final decrees from the Land Court for Tax Title property 
foreclosed on. Once final decree has been received | will in most cases proceed with 
the sale of the property at Public Auction. Prior to that sale, the Registry of Deeds will 
issue to the Town a Deed in the Town’s name. It would then be my responsibility as 
Tax Title Custodian to sell that property in public auction. Once that property is sold 
the Town will benefit in two ways. First, the sales proceeds will replenish those 
revenues lost in unpaid taxes; and second, it will put those properties back on the tax 
rolls in order to increase our tax receipts. Future takings in Land Court will be sold in 
a timely manner, for the same reasons. 
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Audit reports for Fiscal 2001 by our outside auditing firm of Theven & Company, 
P.C. are available in the Town Accountants Office, or the Treasurers Office. Once 
again the results of this audit are very favorable both in the Management Letter and 
the Financial Statements. 


This year marked the 24 year of the self-supporting Enterprise System called “pay as 
you throw” trash disposal and recycling accounting system. Establish by a vote of 
Town Meeting, this system assures that East Bridgewater can meet its present and 
future Trash Disposal and Recycling needs without the added burden to the towns tax 
levy. This Enterprise system allows the Town to operate and maintain trash removal 
and recycling throughout the years without increasing our property taxes to cover these 
ever-increasing costs. This is done by the establishment of user fees (bag sales) which 
fairly distributes the costs to the residents and business of the Town according to the 
individual usage of the services. The income received for the services are deposited 
into the Enterprise Account and can be appropriated by Town Meeting to cover the 
costs of providing the services. Additional surplus reserves from this revenue can be 
used in future years to help stabilize rates as cost increase. Once again, this will not 
effect property taxes in any way since all costs are appropriated from the revenue 
generated by the Enterprise. Enterprise funds are generally looked upon as a positive 
financial asset to the Town by all rating agencies as well as the State Department of 
Revenue. 


The Town’s Financial Team, which is made up of the Town Accountant, 
Administrative Assessor, Treasurer / Collector / Finance Director, and the Executive 
Secretary, is responsible for, not only the completion of the official financial 
documentation of the Town, but also, the Towns budgeting and financial projections, 
including analysis of the Towns financial operations and rendering of advice about 
those operations, to the elected officials of the Town of East Bridgewater. Those 
elected officials that deal with the finances, such as the Board of Selectmen, Board of 
Assessors, School Committee and Finance Committee, rely upon our professionalism 
and our collective knowledge to help guide them in their decisions in order to bring 
to the voters of the Town of East Bridgewater their best recommendations for a 
financially stable and secure municipality. For us to be successful, the job we do must 
reflect favorably upon the Town and its elected officials, while at the same time 
giving those elected officials the tools to achieve the goals for which they were 
elected. Once again, I think we have all succeeded in the achievement of those goals 
and I look forward to being part of the continuing successful progression of those 
goals once again next year. 


I especially would like to thank my office staff, who by providing the competent daily 
support needed to keep the office functioning throughout the year, has allowed me to 
help attain the many important goals and objectives described above.

Opinion 


Moody's Investors Service has assigned an A2 rating to the town of East Bridgewater, 
Massachusetts’ $3.57 million General Obligation Bonds, Series 2001. At this time 
Moody's also affirms the A2 rating on the town's $15.34 million of outstanding General 
Obligation debt. The bonds are secured by the town's general obligation limited tax 
pledge based upon Proposition 2 1/2 which limits the tax levy to no more than 2.5% of 
assessed valuation. The A2 rating reflects the town's history of sound financial 
operations, a manageable debt position and growing residential tax base. 


HISTORY OF SOUND FINANCIAL OPERATIONS 


Moody's believes the town will continue to exhibit positive financial operations given a 
trend of operating surpluses and growing reserves. The town's General Fund balance 
grew in fiscal 2000 to $2.55 million (a satisfactory 10.5% of revenues), up from $2.43 
million (10.5%) in FY99 and $1.78 million (6.3%) in FY98. Projections for FY01 results 
include a General Fund balance of approximately 10% of revenues, a level reported by 
town officials to be in line with its reserve goals. The town benefits from additional liquidity 
provided by its Stabilization Fund which has more than doubled in the last three years 
and currently totals $2.5 million. Property taxes account for nearly half of General Fund 
revenues and collections have been stable, averaging 97.4% over the last five years. 


MANAGEABLE DEBT POSITION 
Moody's expects the town's debt position will remain manageable reflecting a low debt 
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burden and lack of future borrowing plans. The town's overall debt burden is somewhat 
below average at 1.9% of full valuation. However, after adjusting for a substantial state 
school grant, debt burden falls to a modest 0.9%. Town management reports that the 
current issue will satisfy the town's capital needs in the near term and no long term debt 
issuance is anticipated at this time. The town's debt is repaid at a slightly above average 
rate with 59.0% of principal retired within 10 years and debt service payments account for 


a manageable 7.5% of total expenditures. 


GROWING RESIDENTIAL TAX BASE 


Moody's anticipates that the town will continue to see growth in its taxable value based 
largely on a trend of residential development and value appreciation. East Bridgewater's 
assessed valuation has grown at an average rate of 8.0% over the last five years, ending 
2001 at $813 million. Although the town has seen some commercial growth in recent 
years, residential development and housing value appreciation have been the primary 
source of the town's growth. Wealth levels in East Bridgewater are a touch above state 
averages and iuull value per capita is a moderate $61,302.

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REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Southeastern Regional School District offers 21 vocational/technical 
training programs at its high school and seven post-secondary programs at its 
technical institute. On October 1, 2001, 1,172 students were enrolled in the high 
school and 143 students were enrolled in the technical institute. East Bridgewater 
had 46 students enrolled in the high school. 


The financial difficulties experienced in the district over the last several 
years are coming to an end. Working with the Department of Education and the 
Department of Revenue, the district has returned to the member communities 
$2,751,335 by means of reduction in assessment. East Bridgewater’s original 
assessment for the 2001-2002 school year of $170,106 has now been reduced to 
$10,025. 


Southeastern Regional continues to receive grants from a variety of state 
and federal sources that augment local funds to improve and expand the education 
services we provide. Southeastern’s collaboration with MY TURN, a private non- 
profit organization based in Brockton, provides students with school-to-career 
activities. 


Southeastern Regional prepared for the decennial evaluation visit by the 
New England Association of Schools and Colleges’ accreditation visit scheduled 
for the fall of 2001. Forty-four program review booklets were developed in 
preparation for this decennial evaluation. 


In June of 2001, the high school graduated 225 students, the highest 
number of graduates in the past ten years. Placement records indicate that 92°% of 
the Class of 2001 were placed in full-time jobs or had elected to further their 
education. 


Participation in Skills USA/VICA (Vocational Industrial Clubs of America), 
DECA (Distributive Education Clubs of America), BPA (Business Professionals of 
America), and other student organizations, increased as we are looking for a very 
competitive year ahead where Southeastern students will be recognized for many 
outstanding achievements. The Southeastern Regional Chapter of Massachusetts 
Skills USA/VICA was recognized as the outstanding chapter in Massachusetts. 
Three students competed at the National Business Professionals of America 
competition. 


Program Advisory Committees for every program offered at Southeastern, 
met in November to discuss and provide recommendations for curriculum, 
instruction and equipment improvements to allow each program to meet industry 
standards. These committees, made up of parents, students and industry 
representatives, met again in April to discuss their conclusions and make 
recommendations to the Southeastern Regional District School Committee. These 
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recommendations are the basis for the continuing improvement of programs at 
Southeastern Regional. 


Southeastern is committed to expanding its communication with alumni. 
An Alumni Committee started contacting former graduates to increase connections 
with the Southeastern Regional Alumni. This results in several Alumni events 
including a picnic and Homecoming coffee at the Thanksgiving football game, and 
reunions for several classes were held this year. 


The Southeastern Technical Institute has increased the number of evening 
school programs offered for 2001-2002. A major goal of the technical institute is to 
provide educational programs that satisfy the needs of the community members and 
are responsive to the employer community. Evening school programs range from 
arts and recreational programs to higher-level technology courses. 


The enrollment in the adult day programs continued to grow in part as a 
result of the weakening economy and the increase in the unemployment rate. The 
institute works closely with the area One Stop Career Centers to assure that the 
students receive the education needed to successfully find employment and the 
occupational areas that are in high demand. The institute’s faculty and staff work 
closely with the Advisory Committee to refine the curriculum to meet business and 
industry demands.

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CITIZENS GUIDE TO TOWN GOVERNMENT 
FOREWORD 


The structure of government in East Bridgewater is built on public 
participation in the form of Open Town Meeting, which only requires that a 
person be a registered voter in order to participate. 


We have prepared this overview of town government to assist our residents 
to be more aware of their rights and privileges as residents of the Town of 
East Bridgewater and to become an effective citizen. 


TOWN MEETING 


The business of the Annual Town Meeting is the acting on articles in the 
Town Warrant and is held on the 2"4 Monday in May each year. 


Special Town Meetings may be held at any time during the year, when called 
for by the Board of Selectmen. Voters may also petition the Board of 
Selectmen to hold a Special Town Meeting by securing 200 certified 
signatures of voters. 


The Warrant is the call for a Town Meeting and must be posted 7 days prior 
to the Annual Town Meeting and 14 days prior to the Special Town Meeting. 
Copies of warrants are available prior to town meeting at the Selectmen’s 
and Town Clerk’s Offices. The warrant is posted in all precincts under the 
direction of the Town Clerk. 


Articles submitted by petition must be printed as received on the Warrant; 
the petitioner is responsible for all legalities concerning the article. The 
Finance Committee reviews all articles relating to appropriation of money 
and makes a recommendation concerning each article at town meeting. 


A quorum of 150 voters is required for action on expenditures of $50,000.00 
or more at Special Town Meetings. No quorum is required for Annual Town 
Meeting. 


The TOWN MODERATOR is the presiding officer for all town meetings, 
who's duties are to conduct all town meetings in an orderly manner. He is 
the sole authority for said meetings. The Moderator is an elected position for 
a three year term. 
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TOWN ELECTIONS 


The Annual Town Election for town officials and other matter to be 
determined by ballot takes place on the first Saturday following the first 
Monday of April. Polling hours are published prior to the election. 


State and Federal Elections are held on the first Tuesday in November in 
even numbered years. 


POLLING HOURS: State Law requires that all polling places be opened for 
at least 10 hours and close by 8:00 p.m. 


POLLING PLACE: In East Bridgewater, there are four precincts, all of which 
meet at the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School on Central Street. 


VOTER REGISTRATION: this is a simple procedure, which is done at the 
Town Clerk’s Office, under the direction of the Registrars of Voters. 


ABSENTEE BALLOTS: May be obtained from the Town Clerk prior to an 
Election. 


TOWN ELECTIVE OFFICES: A list of those who hold offices is at the front 
of the Town Report. 


APPOINTED BOARDS/COMMITTEES 


APPOINTMENTS: The majority, other than elected positions, are appointed 
by the Board of Selectmen; although there are some cases where the 
committee members are appointed by the Town Moderator. A resume or 
letter of interest describing the person’s background and interests is 
beneficial to the Board in making the various appointments. This procedure 
takes place in the month of June and early July. A list of appointed positions 
are found at the front of the Town Report. 


VACANCIES: Under General Laws, a person must notify the Town Clerk 
and Board of Selectmen in writing of their resignation. Vacancies on an 
elected Board/Committee is filled by a joint appointment of the remaining 
members of the committee and the board of Selectmen. Such appointments 
are until the next Annual Town Election. 


Vacancies on Appointed Boards/Committee are usually filled in the 
following manner: 


1. Board of Selectmen accept resignation and announce vacancy 

2. Board of Selectmen request letters of interest 

3. Board of Selectmen may hold interviews if more than one person 
applies for appointment. 

4. Board of Selectmen makes appointment to fill vacancy for rest of 
unexpired term. 


BOARD MEETINGS 


NOTICE OF MEETINGS: All Town Boards/Committees meetings are 
posted with the Town Clerk at least 48 hours in advance of the meeting. 


OPEN MEETING: Massachusetts has a strong “Open Meeting” statute 
regulating local boards. All meetings must be open to the public and press 
unless the board votes to go into Executive Session. 


EXECUTIVE SESSION: There are only certain matters that a re eligible to be 
discussed in Executive Session and these are outlined in the General Laws. 
There are also specific procedures, which must be adhered to relative to 
Executive Session and are part of the Open Meeting statute. 


RECORD OF MEETINGS: A record must be maintained of all actions taken 
at a meeting. The records are considered public record and should be 
available to the public after being approved as accurate by the Board within 
a reasonable time frame. 


Records of Executive Session may remain withheld from public inspection so 
long as the need for secrecy which justified the executive session in the first 
place still prevails, but no longer. 


PUBLIC PARTICIPATION DURING MEETINGS: Although the public is 


encouraged to attend Board meetings, participation in discussion is limited 
to that allowed by the Chairman.

REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE 
EAST BRIDGEW ATER SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
Iam pleased to submit this report as Chairman of the School Committee. 


I would like to start by thanking all members of the East Bridgewater 
School Community for their never-ending support and devotion to our 
schools and the children of our town. With their dedication, we continue to 
provide an educational opportunity that challenges all students to succeed 
at their highest level. 


During the spring of 2001, Scott Hastings and I were re-elected by the 
town’s people for another 3-year term. In our reorganization meeting I was 
elected chairman, with Jean Eastman elected as vice-chairman and Jayne 
Curley elected as secretary. Ken Rettman was our student representative. 
Ken continues the tradition of students making significant contributions to 
our committee during our regular and budget meetings. John Clifford was 
appointed Budget Chairman for our FY 2003 budget process. 


I would like to thank my fellow committee members for their support 
during the last year. Every topic that was discussed was approached with 
total professionalism and never losing site of our goal, providing the best 
educational opportunities for all students. 


The School Committee would also like to commend the Finance 
Committee and the towns Financial Team for having the vision to see the 
state’s financial crisis and the impact it will have on the town. It is their 
leadership and openness that has helped the schools and town support a 
supportable budget. 


2001 was the first year that sophomores were required to pass the state 
mandated MCAS test as a graduation requirement. The students were 
required to pass both the English and the Math test. We were pleased with 
the results, as there was a very high amount of the students scored in the 
passing levels of the test. Our congratulations to the students for their hard 
work and discipline needed on the tests. We are also pleased that 11 
students that were awarded the Certificate of Mastery. This award is for 
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students who scored in the highest level of the test. East Bridgewater had 
the greatest number of students receiving this award than any of our 
neighboring communities. A great deal of credit must also be given to our 
teachers and Director Cragin for the remediation programs that are in 
place to help all students pass these tests. 


I would also like to congratulate our Cross Country Team that won the 
state title in the fall. This team showed us all what hard work and 
teamwork can do. They displayed the highest level of sportsmanship and 
represented our town and school in a first class manor. Along with the 
students I would also like to congratulate Coach McCabe and Assistant 
Coach Crean for the loyalty and dedication they show to our students both 
on the field and in the classroom. 


The committee would also like to send our congratulations to the music 
program. They continued their tradition of excellence in everything they 
do, winning top honors in every competition they entered. A lot of credit 
for this goes to our new Music Director Stuart Britton and his staff. To the 
staff and students thank you for a job well done and keep up the good 
work. 


I also need to mention the many support groups that help us in so many 
ways. The committee would like to say thank you once again to the Music 
Parents Association, Viking Sports Parents Association, and East 
Bridgewater Partners in Education who have all spent countless number of 
hours of their time to help raise the much needed funds to help keep our 
educational and co-curricula activities going. This past year a new group 
of people stepped up to help us in our fight for fair educational funding 
from the state. The group COFFEE (Citizens Organized for Fair Funding & 
Equitable Education) was a big help in letting the state government know 
that the present formula for Chapter 70 funds to cities and towns is not fair 
to communities like East Bridgewater. 


In 2001, the School Committee learned that Dr. Judith Riordan would be 
retiring. Dr. Riordan has spent over 30 years in our schools as a teacher, 
vice principal, principal and now Superintendent. Her devotion and 
dedication to all students and the community has made us a better school 
district. Her strong ability to understand the needs of all students, and to 
make it happen will be missed. 


With Dr. Riordan’s retirement, the School Committee began the search for 
her replacement in June. Through the process of focus groups, an outline 
of what East Bridgewater required in a new Superintendent was drafted. 
We had 29 candidates apply for the job. A list of 9 candidates was 
submitted to a screening committee. The screening committee had the 
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difficult task of narrowing the field to 3 candidates. The School Committee 
interviewed the 3 candidates and the final candidate was Dr. Margaret 
Strojny. Dr. Strojny will be joining us in mid-February as our new 
Superintendent.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and the Citizens of the Town of 
East Bridgewater: 


It is with much pride in the accomplishments of our students and staff that 
my final town report is submitted. This era of Educational Reform has 
been marked by statewide assessment, the MCAS testing program. The 
MCAS assessment is a high stakes standardized test that references the 
instructional program as outlined by the MA Frameworks, This means 
that our curriculum must be aligned with the state guidelines, that our 
teachers must plan instruction with the standards as a base and that our 
students must understand that effort and motivation is the key to success. 
Our school system believes that every student can be successful with 
resources, time and effort. As we near the first year, 2003, that all students 
must have passed the mathematics and English Language Arts MCAS test 
in order to graduate from high school, it appears that all of our students 
will be capable of meeting that high expectation. I am confident that this 
will happen as all factors give evidence to the progress of our students. 
MCAS tests results for spring 2001 found our system scoring at or above 
state average in all components. Grade 10, the Class of 2003, scored 
exceptionally high with a significant increase in points as compared to 
spring 2000, This high score has resulted in the high school being invited 
to apply to be a 2002 Commonwealth Compass School. A Compass 
School helps provide direction to other schools seeking improvement 
strategies. This honor is indicative of the achievement of our students on 
the MCAS tests. As a result of their 2001 MCAS scores, eleven members of 
the Class of 2002 have been awarded Certificates of Mastery which waives 
tuition for four years at any state college or university. 


The on-going improvement in teaching and learning is a result of the 
focused effort of students and staff. This focus has been developed by 
Carolyn Cragin as Director of Curriculum, Instruction and Professional 
Development, and carried out by the staff Proficiency Teams and the 
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classroom teachers. Standards-based Education (SBE) includes a premise 
that all students will have equity of opportunity to have the same 
fundamental educational experience and that this experience will provide 
the differentiation needed for student success. While we have much yet to 
accomplish, we have made great progress as a system that is putting a 
spotlight on teaching and learning. Benchmarks for English Language 
Arts have been distributed to parents, staff and students in all grades. 
These benchmarks are what is taught and what should be learned at each 
grade. The benchmark expectations are the same for all students, 
although it is recognized that many students will go beyond to study the 
subject in more depth. Benchmarks are in the process of development for 
publication in all subject areas. These benchmarks, shared with our 
families, will become the performance accountability instrument for our 
system. Our teaching staff demonstrates professional expertise in all areas 
of instruction and is committed to professional development and growth. 
We are confident that our schools can do the job given adequate resources. 


With the good news reported, we must review the 2001-2002 school year as 
one of fiscal challenge and disappointment. The town found itself faced 
with the inability to fund above a level service budget. Level service 
means that the same programs and services in place at the time are 
continued for the next year. There is no growth or development. If there 
are fixed cost increase, such as utilities or negotiated salaries, than other 
line items must be reduced to meet those demands. Our level services 
budget for FY 2002 was increased by $91,000 (0.63%) after a reduction of 
$719,000 from FY 2001. The school department had to reduce by that 
amount, $719,000, in order to meet fixed cost increases, such as salaries, 
and stay within the guidelines set by the town finance projections. This 
reduction meant that the schools reduced staff by 16.5 positions and 
reduced supplies, equipment, maintenance, professional development and 
other expenses to meet the requirement. Freshmen sports teams were 
eliminated although they were later re-instated. Consumer Science is 
eliminated from the Middle School program. Clearly, if the budget can 
only fund at level services for another cycle, this becomes, in fact, a 
reduction since fixed cost increases must be provided. The preliminary 
budget preparation for FY 2003 projects a similar circumstance that will 
necessitate only level services. Hopefully, further reductions will not 
happen as the schools will begin a rapid decline in the ability to maintain 
the instructional programs that have resulted in our MCAS success and the 
overall high quality of our instructional program. 


A significant change in policy was voted by the School Committee in order 
to offset some of the budget reductions. This new initiative was a bus 
transportation fee that ultimately brought $137,000 into the system. These 
funds restored some athletic programs, restored two aides, provided 
additional funds for deficit supplies and equipment line items and made 
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the difference that allowed the system to “squeeze” by this financial 
challenge year. The bus fee charged to all students in grades K-12 who 
live 2 or more miles from the school was $180 for one child and a 
maximum of $300 per family. Parents were concerned with the fee, but 
very cooperative and understanding overall of the financial constraints 
that caused this policy change. 


We have been fortunate in recruiting highly qualified staff to replace 
retiring teachers. Maintaining the strength of our personnel organization 
is essential as more retire and fewer enter the education profession. I am 
especially appreciative of our outstanding administrative team: Principals 
Frye, Duarte and Kelly, Assistant Principals Williams, Metters, McCusker 
and Fairfield, and Director of Pupil Personnel Kathryn Levine, Director of 
Curriculum, Instruction and Professional Development Carolyn Cragin, 
Administrative Assistant Richard Achin, Director of Music Stuart Britton 
and Athletic Director John Lucier. They have led with vision through the 
challenge of 2001. 


The community bonded in 2001 to form COFFEE (Citizens Organized for 
Fair Funding and Equitable Education) and lobbied successfully at the 
state level. While there was an increase in funds through Chapter 70 aid 
to education, the town was unable to approve the appropriation of the 
$153,000 increase for the schools as it was needed to balance the FY 2002 
budget. The need to influence the legislature for funding sufficient to meet 
the high expectations of educational reform is essential. 


The year 2001 was characterized by the academic achievement of our 
students, the acquisition of talented new personnel and the budget 
reductions that had to be made for FY 2002. The school district continued 
to make significant progress in educational efforts while coping with fiscal 
challenge. Another source of community pride this year was the platinum 
medal earned by the marching band in competition and East Bridgewater's 
first state athletic title won by the cross country team. The School 
Committee should be credited for their vision and leadership in making 
difficult decisions and steering a true course through troubled waters. I 
am especially indebted to the School Committee for their support and 
encouragement to set goals for performance excellence. 


A review of the last years of the 90s and educational reform shows the 
progress made by the East Bridgewater school district. The strengths of 
the community have made up for the financial constraints in many ways, 
but cannot do so indefinitely. Our accomplishments in the last years of 
educational reform are significant and may be summarized as follows-the 
school system has gone on to: 

e become a true K-12 system 

e align our curriculum to the MA Frameworks 
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raise student performance on MCAS above state average 

develop benchmark brochures through CLASP that are being used 
as examples throughout the state for ELA and ultimately all subject 
areas 

share benchmarks with parents/community for true performance 
accountability 

wire every classroom to the internet 

install LAN and WAN with fiber optics and wireless transmission 
install state of the art telephone systems at Central and High 
Schools 

provide computer personnel in each school 

develop a model professional development program that is planned 
by a system team

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL 
SERVICES 


Dear Dr. Riordan: 


I am pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of special services 
to East Bridgewater students. During the 2000-01 school year, 
approximately 316 students were served through various special education 
programs. Of this number, 91% were served within our own classrooms 
and programs while the remainder were tuitioned outside to various 
special programs. 


During the year we continued to focus on delivery of services within the 
regular education classroom whenever possible. This emphasis applied 
both to the special education services and to the remedial education 
services that took place through the Title I program. Students have access 
to a broader range of knowledge and feel better accepted socially when 
they remain within the regular education setting rather than being pulled 
out for special or remedial services. 


At the Central School, we continued to have a fully integrated special 
services delivery model. In this model the students remain in their regular 
classrooms while receiving help from the special needs staff. This model 
has been very successful in helping students to retain their self-esteem 
while coping with learning problems. The fact that it works so well is a 
credit to the regular and special education teachers involved and to the 
many aides who help carry out the program. The Central School also has 
an excellent pre-referral program and teacher support team called the 
MAT (for Mainstream Assistance Team) that helps to meet the needs of 
students within the regular education setting before a referral to special 
education is determined to be required. 


The preschool program is also an integrated program as are the other 
elementary special education programs. At the preschool level this means 
that non-disabled students are recruited from the preschool population of 
the town. These children then serve as models and peers for the special 
education preschool aged children. As a result, all of the children learn 
that everyone is valued in spite of their differences. We are very pleased 
that our preschool program has met the requirements of and is certified by 
the prestigious National Association for the Education of Young Children 
(NAEYC). 
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The Early Childhood Advisory Council remained very active during the 
year. They sponsored workshops for parents and teachers and held an 
Early Childhood Fair which drew several hundred participants. At this 
fair, parents were able to learn about a variety of services and programs for 
young children. 


At the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, special services were again 
provided through a combination of mainstreaming and pull-out programs 
based on the strengths and needs of the students. Again, thanks to the 
new building addition and the recognition by the administration that 
collaborative based students are just as important as students who do not 
require placement in special programs, East Bridgewater was able to serve 
as a host to programs from each of the two educational collaboratives of 
which we are members. The Middle School housed a class for multiply 
handicapped students run by the North River Collaborative and a class for 
students with emotional or behavioral problems run by the Reads 
Collaborative. The staff of the Middle School were extraordinary in 
making both of these program feel very accepted and welcome in the 
building. 


The High School continued to provide resource help to students with 
special needs through highly individualized instruction and academic 
support. This past year the special education services at the high school 
were provided in a newly expanded classroom/learning center which 
housed two special needs teachers and two aides. As at the other schools, 
special education instruction was supplemented with speech therapy or 
adaptive physical education services where necessary. All of our special 
education programs make excellent use of aides in providing services to 
students. 


A second school psychologist was hired during the year to help in 
evaluating students with learning problems and in providing needed 
services to students. This brought the total of school psychologists to two, 
both of whom shared chairperson responsibilities for the educational team 
meetings and for assuring that special education regulations were met and 
required paperwork was done ina timely manner. The availability of both 
of these psychologists greatly improved the smooth functioning of the 
special education process. 


Because the state made rather sweeping changes in the forms they require 
for special education and in certain special education regulations, much 
time was spent this year in trainings with special education staff. The end 
product was an individualized education plan for each special education 
student that was developed with specific input from their parents (or from 
the student themselves if age 18 or over) and which had very measurable, 
challenging, standards-based outcomes as goals. 
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Guidance services were also a major focus during the year. An in depth 
evaluation of those services was begun in the Spring of 2000 and resulted 
in an action plan for improvement of services across the district that was 
completed in January 2001. Major recommendations/results of this 
process included better communication to the community about available 
services, more access to counselors by students, and increased 
supervision/ coordination of guidance services. 


In summary, the 2000-01 school year was a very active and productive one 
in the area of pupil personnel services. The staff continues to be 
outstanding and commendable in their energy and dedication to meeting 
the needs of all of the students of East Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF CURRICULUM, 
INSTRUCTION, AND PROFESSION AL DEVELOPMENT 


Dear Dr. Riordan: 


Focused effort and significant progress toward effective implementation of 
standards-based education marked the second year of the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools’ Office of Curriculum, Instruction, and 
Professional Development (CIPD). The goal of improving student 
achievement guided our district emphasis on student efficacy, 
differentiation of instruction, and development of English language arts 
and mathematics learning expectations. 


Achievement for all students is the goal of standards-based education and 
the commitment of the East Bridgewater Public Schools. In standards- 
based education teaching and learning are aimed at the development of 
identified skills and the attainment of specific knowledge. When teachers, 
parents, and students know the learning targets, they can focus their 
efforts more effectively and work toward greater success. Identifying and 
communicating grade-level learning expectations were central tasks for 
curriculum development in 2001. 
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The establishment and adjustment of East Bridgewater’s K-12 learning 
expectations in the “high stakes” subjects of English language arts 
involved teams of teachers and curriculum personnel in all schools. 
Learning expectations, also known as benchmarks, identify content and 
skills targets for each grade. They indicate for teachers, parents, and 
students the annual goals that chart students’ progress toward proficiency 
in the standards established by the Massachusetts Curriculum 
Frameworks and assessed by MCAS. Although our benchmarks in both 
disciplines had been developed during the summer of 2000, subsequent 
modifications by the Department of Education to the English Language 
Arts and mathematics frameworks necessitated realignment of the East 
Bridgewater learning expectations. The process was facilitated by our 
collaboration with Mass Networks, funded for the past two years by 
$60,000 in grants from the Massachusetts Department of Education. Mass 
Networks’ consultants and the Curriculum Library Alignment and Sharing 
Project (CLASP) database software supported our benchmark 
development and enabled us to create a variety of curriculum documents. 
Teachers have begun to use CLASP to develop units and to create lesson 
plans based on the grade-level learning expectations. 


Clear communication of learning expectations to students and parents is 
essential to the successful implementation of standards-based instruction. 
East Bridgewater's new benchmark brochures will provide parents and 
students with a compact list of course or grade-level benchmarks by 
subject area. English Language Arts brochures for grades K-3 and 9-12 
were distributed to high school students and mailed to parents. They are 
the first in a series of brochures that parents and secondary students will 
receive each year to help guide and support student learning. The 
benchmark brochure was designed and developed for the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools by Mass Networks, and the format is now 
included in the CLASP curriculum development software for use in 
communities throughout Massachusetts. 


For the second year East Bridgewater Proficiency Teams at each building 
provided leadership in preparing and motivating students for MCAS and 
in promoting the implementation of standards-based education in all 
classrooms. Addressing the needs of their specific student populations, 
the teams organized programs and projects, developed and disseminated 
materials, and supported student and staff preparation for MCAS and 
local assessment programs. Their impressive efforts have contributed 
substantially to East Bridgewater's improvement on MCAS and to our 
progress in implementing standards-based instruction. Results of MCAS 
2001 demonstrate continued growth, with improvement in most grades 
and subjects and a high passing rate in English and mathematics for the 
Class of 2003, the first “high stakes” class required by the Commonwealth 
to pass both English and mathematics to qualify for a high school diploma. 
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Our focus on efficacy as a force for student success - high effort targeted 
toward the achievement of specific skills - continued to expand. A major 
grant awarded to the North River Collaborative supported the purchase of 
student and parent materials from the Efficacy Institute. To extend the 
impact of the EBPS efficacy initiative, the EBHS Student Support Specialist, 
EBPS School Psychologist, and EBPS Director of Curriculum, Instruction, 
and Professional Development trained approximately 60 district teachers 
in learning and the brain and effective effort during full-day professional 
development programs. The training emphasized student and teacher use 
of a self-directed improvement system. The Efficacy Institute’s SDIS is a 
data-analysis, feedback, and strategy-development process designed to 
increase achievement. East Bridgewater expresses this concept as “Know 
you can. Work hard. Get smart.” 


Providing parents with information to support student learning inspired 
several new projects. With grant funding we published Reading Lasts 
Forever, a parent booklet which offers literacy suggestions for children of 
all ages, and distributed them at the EBPS tent on East Bridgewater 
Community Day, in East Bridgewater Partners in Education’s kindergarten 
gift bags, and at parent conferences for grades one through six. In 
September the first Student Success Series parent workshop focused on 
improving student study skills through effective effort. Over 30 parents 
attended this K-12 evening program, which addressed both learning 
theory and helpful hints for homework. 


Learning Focus, an East Bridgewater Public Schools television series, 
debuted in March with the support of Dr. Riordan and East Bridgewater 
Community Television Director Terry Mason. The first program examined 
East Bridgewater's scores on MCAS 2000 and included comments from 
building principals and academic support services grant coordinators 
about how East Bridgewater is preparing students for MCAS success. In 
June Learning Focus featured recent EBHS graduates sharing their insights 
about achieving success in school. Pam DeAngelo, Erin Sheppard, and 
Nick Sweeney of the Class of 2001 reflected on their experiences and 
offered advice about academics, co-curricular activities, and social 
interaction. 


The new position of part-time secretary for curriculum, instruction, and 
professional development transformed the operation of the CIPD office 
and dramatically improved the district’s ability to advance curriculum 
development and to respond to the initiatives of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. In the spring of 2001 Mrs. Maureen Hill became 
the first CIPD secretary, bringing her outstanding technical skills and 
creative abilities to the support and expansion of projects and programs for 
the schools. 
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East Bridgewater's considerable progress in curriculum, instruction, and 
professional development during the past two years is evidence of the 
professionalism of district educators who have approached a variety of 
chalienging projects with the distinct goal of improving student learning. 
Our achievements reflect as well the progressive leadership of 
Superintendent Dr. Judith Riordan. Her unequivocal commitment to 
student achievement, her vision for systemic improvement, and her 
dedication to the schools and the community have allowed us to 
accomplish a great deal in a short time. We wish her a relaxing and 
rewarding retirement and thank her for her countless contributions to the 
East Bridgewater Public Schools.

The Central School mission statement “to work cooperatively with the 
home to provide a quality education for each student, including the 
development of effective communication, problem solving, and decision 
making skills, while promoting positive self-image and respect for 
ourselves and others” gives us direction. The East Bridgewater 
educational philosophy guides us in planning for almost 800 children in 
preschool through grade three. “We believe...the quality of our schools 
should be measured by the degree to which they successfully provide for 
the uniqueness of the individual learner by creating learning experiences 
which accommodate the variety of learning rates, learning styles and 
personal needs of our students within a spectrum of public school 
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Mrs. Gina Williams was selected as Assistant Principal for the 2001-2002 
school year upon the retirement of Mrs. Lorraine Pratt. Mrs. Williams is a 
graduate of Plymouth State College, New Hampshire, with a Bachelor of 
Science in Elementary Education, 1992. She attended graduate school at 
Simmon's College, Boston, where she earned a Master's Degree in Special 
Education. Mrs. Williams has also earned a Certificate of Advanced 
Graduate Studies (24 Master’s Degree) from Fitchburg State College in 
Elementary School Administration. This program provides the 
background and training for Principal/ Assistant Principal Certification. 
She is certified as an Early Childhood Teacher PreK-3, Elementary Teacher 
1-6, Middle School 5-9, Special Needs Teacher K-9 and Principal/ Assistant 
Principal K-6. It is a remarkable accomplishment to become certified in 
five areas of education. Mrs. Williams has been involved in Elementary 
Education for the past eight years. She began as a Special Needs Aide at 
the Central School, then taught grade four in Abington and returned to the 
Central School as a third grade teacher. She taught classes that ranged 
from the inclusion setting to high-end learners. Her special needs training 
included the management of students with severe behavioral issues. Mrs. 
Williams’ performance as a first grade teacher was exemplary. She 
individualized the instructional program to enable groups of students to 
read at the second grade level. She is also a mentor teacher for new 
teachers to the Central School and a cooperating teacher for Bridgewater 
State College student teachers. 


Mr. Michael McMahon was appointed as the Physical Education Teacher 
upon the retirement of Mrs. Carolyn Post. He has American Red Cross 
Certification in CPR and First Aid. Mr. McMahon is a graduate of 
Bridgewater State College with a major in Physical Education and a minor 
in Recreation with a concentration in Exercise Science. He successfully 
completed his student teaching here at Central School with Mrs. Post. Ms. 
Erica Kalberer was appointed to a grade three position due to the 
resignation of Ms. Allyson Bell. She has a Bachelor of Science degree with 
a dual major in Early Childhood Education and Sociology from 
Bridgewater State College. Ms. Kalberer was a grade two teacher at the 
Hills-Roberts Elementary School in Attleboro. She also worked in our Title 
I program teaching reading and math groups. Mrs. Kate Byrne was 
recommended for a grade three position due to the transfer of Mrs. Karen 
Batti to the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School. Mrs. Byrne has a Bachelor 
of Science degree in Elementary Education and Psychology from the | 
University of Rhode Island. Mrs. Byrne was a teacher at the Sylvan 

Learning Center in Middletown, Rhode Island, working with a diverse 
population ages 5-17 with intense reading and math instruction. Miss 
Christine Kelly joins our staff this year as a grade three teacher. Miss Kelly 
has a Bachelor of Science Degree in Elementary Education from the 
University of Maine. She has been a substitute teacher in Mansfield. Mrs. 
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Sarah Elin was recommended for a grade two position. Mrs. Elin has been 
a long-term substitute in grade two. She is a graduate of Drew University 
and earned a Masters Degree from Columbia University. Mrs. Elin has 
also completed post-graduate courses in Elementary Education at Fairfield 
University in Connecticut. She is a fully certified Elementary teacher and 
is fluent in Korean and Japanese languages. Mrs. Jeanne Sullivan was 
recommended for a grade two position after her Special Needs teacher 
position was eliminated from the FY ‘02 budget. She is a graduate of 
Northeastern University and earned a Master’s Degree from Bridgewater 
State College. Mrs. Sullivan has seven years experience in the Stoughton 
Public Schools. Mrs. Marie Morey was recommended for the Special 
Needs secretary position. Mrs. Morey has an Executive Secretary 
Associates Degree from Massassoit Community College and has 12 years 
experience as an aide in our Special Needs Program. 


The basic foundation for each child’s educational success in grades K-3 is 
established at the Central School. This year the children at Central School 
are receiving reading instruction through the Houghton-Mifflin reading 
program “Invitations to Literacy” under the supervision of Mrs. Linda 
Kuehn, Reading Specialist. The student anthologies are thematically 
organized and the children are introduced to a wide variety of quality 
literature. The program incorporates the latest research about the essential 
elements of effective phonics instruction and is a fully integrated 
reading/language arts program. The children receive daily math 
instruction under the supervision of Mrs. Candace Wood, Math Specialist, 
through the Addison Wesley mathematics program, which includes the 
developmentally appropriate hands on approach to learning math that the 
children of this age need. This program is closely aligned to the 
Massachusetts Frameworks as well as the National Mathematics 
Standards. 


The Guidance Counselor, Mr. Timothy Doherty, is very much involved 
with student placement, child abuse and neglect programs, along with 
crisis intervention situations. He is an essential component in our 
communication among the teachers, students, and parents to assure the 
success of each child. The preschool program under the direction of Mrs. 
Marian Ferris is outstanding. The program is accredited by the NAEYC 
which is national recognition for excellence in Early Childhood Education. 


Mrs. Victoria Boucher, Central School Librarian, along with Library Aide 
Mrs. Laurie Cavanaugh has a large annual circulation of books with this 
unique school/town library program. As well as having library once a 
week, the children receive special subject instruction on a weekly basis 
from Mrs. Katherine Douglas, Art Teacher, Mr. Michael McMahon, 
Physical Education Teacher, Miss Laura Counter, Music Teacher, and Mr. 
Erek Bratt, Computer Teacher. We are still overcrowded with two 
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kindergartens and a preschool at the High School. The physical education 
classes are taught in the cafeteria, and the gym is used for two third grade 
classes. 


We have again seen positive community support and town department 
cooperation in many areas. Officer Janice Cunningham provides our 
children with programs on school bus evacuation, seat belt safety, and 
child abuse prevention. Officer John Grillo isthe schools systems resource 
officer. They present a positive image of the Police Department to the 
children. Mrs. Lori Mansfield is our Parent Volunteer Coordinator who 
organizes special events and parental involvement in our school. The 
Central School Council has been very active this year with Mrs. Marilyn 
Gammon, Co-Chair. The Council developed a School Improvement Plan 
and was instrumental in developing the FY ‘03 Budget presentation to the 
School Committee. The council members are Mr. David Frank, Mrs. Heidi 
Letendre, Mrs. Candace Wood, Mrs. Eileen Sears, Mrs. Theresa McNulty, 
Mrs. Linda Reichenbach and Mr. Peter Spagone. 


This is a very large school which is cleaned and maintained by the Head 
Custodian, Mr. Larry Witnauer, and his two assistants, Mr. Donald Alger 
and Mr. James Robak. They have a great deal of pride in the building, 
which is obvious from the appearance of the school. In the cafeteria, Mrs. 
Jeanette O’Day and her staff, Mrs. Christine Frost, Mrs. Sandra Noel and 
Mrs. Joanne Kahaiyan prepare several hundred meals daily. Mrs. Karen 
Lynch, the School Nurse, cares for approximately 50-70 children daily in 
the clinic. The very competent school secretaries, Mrs. McStowe, Mrs. Asci 
and Mrs. Morey are best known to the children and parents as friendly, 
helpful people in the office who really run the school. 


I would like to express my sincere appreciation for the dedication and 
commitment of the new Assistant Principal, Mrs. Gina Williams. She- is 
responsible for many different tasks including student discipline, 
schedules, special education evaluations, and substitute teachers. Mrs. 
Williams is a dedicated, intelligent and very conscientious Assistant 
Principal. 


The central office personnel with Mr. Achin, Administrative Assistant, and 
Mrs. Levine, Pupil Personnel Director, are always helpful to our staff. The 
School Committee with Chairman, Mr. Thomas Hamilton, work many 
hours to ensure an excellent school system for the citizens of East 
Bridgewater.

The Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School Council has been and will continue 
to be a driving force behind our progress and success. Our council is 
comprised of teachers, parents, and a community representative who care 
deeply about the success of our students and remain committed to the 
improvement of our school programs. 
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Curriculum Development: Throughout the school year and during the 
summer months as well, middle school teachers work individually and 
with colleagues on specific curriculum development projects. All 
curriculum projects focus on revising or developing new curriculum, 
which implements the Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks. This year, 
middle school staff have been working on a number of initiatives, which 
include: Adapting our Reading, Language Arts, and Science programs to 
meet the needs of special needs students; developing reading assessment 
for entering 4'" grade students; and designing differentiated units. Middle 
school staff have been working closely with Central and High School 
faculty representatives on our ELA and mathematics grade-level 
benchmarks, which are now complete. The benchmarks are carefully 
crafted to the Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks Learning Standards 
and serve to show the content knowledge and skills that students need to 
possess at each grade level. Special recognition is due to Mrs. Billing, 
Curriculum Specialist, for her significant efforts in planning and 
coordinating our curriculum development activities. 


Professional Development: Middle school teachers, staff, and 
administration continue to participate in the process of life long learning 
via our professional development activities. This year’s activities include: 


e Grade 7 & 8 staff training with the e-class Software Grade Book 
Program, which allows teachers to record and maintain student grades 
electronically. The grade-book program is the first phase of 
establishing an electronic report card system for grades 7 & 8, which is 
scheduled for implementation during the 2002-2003 school year. 


e An ongoing emphasis for all grades on Standards Based Instruction 
and its application to the continuing implementation of the learning 
standards of the Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks. 


e A second year grade 7 & 8 focus on differentiated instruction. 
Differentiation is an approach designed to address key concepts and 
skills that meet individual learner needs based on readiness levels, 
learning styles, and/or interest by varying content (what is taught), 
process (how it is taught), or products (student work that 
demonstrates learning). 


e A grade 4-6 focus on the integration of technology into our 
instructional programs. 


Professional development opportunities are provided to staff once 
students are dismissed on early release days as well as during our all-day 
professional development sessions. Professional development is a vital 
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part of our school improvement efforts and has been an integral part of our 
progress and success with the MCAS testing program. 


Project MEET (Massachusetts Empowering Educators with Technology): 
Thanks to the significant efforts of Mrs. Maureen Tucker, Technology 
Specialist, the amount of $45,000 was awarded to the Gordon W. Mitchell 
Middle School through a competitive Technology Literacy Challenge 
grant. Mrs. Tucker is working with a team of middle school teachers (Mrs. 
Dietlin, Mrs. Lounsbury, Mrs. Cross, Mrs. Hassett, and Mr. Cabana) on 
developing models of teaching and learning through technology. The 
team has been sharing their ideas with other middle school teachers in 
grades 4-6 as they develop lessons that integrate technology into our 
instructional programs. Middle School teachers are extremely excited 
about the arrival of a new instructional technology resource. The new 
addition is called “WILL,” an acronym for Wireless Instruction and 
Learning Lab. The mobile lab includes twelve Dell laptops for students 
and one teacher unit. The computers connect with the Internet and local 
area network by way of an access point that connects with one Ethernet 
port. The wireless laptops then can be used in classrooms where students 
have curriculum materials and other resources at their fingertips. The 
mobility of the computers will enable teachers to offer cooperative group 
work, online research projects, spreadsheet and graphing lessons, and 
student presentations right in their own classrooms. The Mobile lab will 
also be a great asset to our Professional Development Program, allowing 
more options for teacher training sessions. The mobile lab was purchased 
through Project MEET grant funding. Special recognition is due to Mrs. 
Tucker and to the members of our Project MEET team for their leadership 
and commitment to enhancing our instructional programs. 


Guidance Services: Our guidance staff continues to provide important 
support services for our students. Counselors offer individual and small 
group counseling, academic advising, and are an integral part of our 
student placement process. In addition, counselors are involved in grade 
to grade transitional programs as well as Special Needs referrals. 
Guidance staff also coordinates all standardized testing programs and 
assist students and parents who are in need of assistance from various 
local and State agencies. Counselors continue to work with teachers, 
parents, and administration on a number of issues that offer assistance and 
support for students academically, socially, and emotionally. Our 
guidance staff, which is comprised of Ms. Meaney, Mrs. Sabin, and Mr. 
O’Brien is an important resource to everyone in the school setting and 
plays a major role in the total operation of our school. 


Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS): Our 
primary focus continues to be to provide appropriate Standards Based 
Curriculum, Instruction, and Assessment thereby helping to prepare 
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students to be successful on the MCAS tests. The 2001 MCAS was 
administered to students last spring. Grade 4 scores were lower than the 
previous year and slightly below the State average in English Language 
Arts (ELA) and Mathematics. Our results on the new grade 6 Math test 
were 1 point below the State average. However, our grade 7 ELA 

scores were above the State average, as were our grade 8 scores in ELA, 
Math, and Social Studies. 


We were very pleased to have realized a 7-point increase in both grade 8 
ELA and Math over our 2000 tests and a 5 point increase in grade 8 Social 
Studies. We continue to see overall improvement in both scaled scores and 
performance level category ratings with more students scoring in the 
advanced and proficient ranges and fewer students scoring in the needs 
improvement and warning categories. 


We continue to address the State Assessment program by: 


e Striving to provide students with the appropriate content and skills 
that they need to be successful 

e Providing students with appropriate test-taking skills and strategies 

e Fostering student confidence through targeted and effective effort 


MCAS test results help to guide and enhance our efforts to improve our 
curriculum and instruction. The results also help us to identify and 
provide assistance to those students who need additional support. 


Grade 6 Terra Nova Testing: The Terra Nova is a standardized 
achievement test that is used in many school districts across the country. 
The test assesses student skill levels in Reading, Language, and 
Mathematics. Overall, our student scores compare quite favorably to 
youngsters in other schools throughout the country. A summary of our 
student scores indicate that 38% of our students scored at or above the 76‘ 
percentile (significantly above the national average), and 

39% of our students scored between the 50'* and 76' percentile (average 
and above). Results of the Terra Nova Testing Program are used to help us 
assess our educational programs and instructional approach with the goal 
of improving our classroom work with students. The results are used as 
part of our assessment structure along with class participation, class work, 
homework, projects, and curriculum based assessments. Individual 
student test results were mailed to parents in the fall of 2001. 


Grade Reporting Practices: Two significant changes have been made to 
our grade reporting system. These changes include the implementation of 
mid-term progress reports and our new grade 4-6 report card format. 
These changes are detailed below: 
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Mid-term progress reports: These reports, which include student academic 
achievement, effort, and conduct, are now distributed each term to all 
students in all grades. The reports provide additional data and feedback 
for students and their parents thereby providing more opportunities for 
youngsters to make adjustments and to use these reports as additional 
benchmarks to improve their grades, effort, and conduct. The issuance of 
mid-term progress reports has brought much needed consistency to our 
gerade reporting process. I would like to recognize the middle school staff 
members who served on our Progress Report Committee for helping to 
bring about this important change in our grade reporting system. 


Grade 4-6 Report Card: Our revised report card format has been in place 
since September 2000 and is working quite well. The new format is 
designed to link assessment to Standards Based Instruction, provide 
parents with more thorough and detailed information concerning their 
child’s performance, and provide more thorough and detailed information 
concerning student responsibility, task commitment, and study habits. 
The new report card includes a comment form that invites parents to offer 
feedback about their child’s progress and/or the new assessment format. 
We have found the comment form to be very useful. The form has served 
to foster follow-up discussion between parents and school personnel. 
Feedback from both staff and parents about the new report card format has 
been quite positive. Special recognition is due to Mrs. McCusker and our 
grade 4-6 Report Card Committee for their extensive work with this 
special initiative. Our new grade 4-6 reporting format is serving our 
students, parents, and teachers very well. 


New Grade 7 & 8 Integrated language Art Program: During the 2000- 
2001 school year, 7 and 8» grade teachers worked with Curriculum 
Specialist, Robin Billing, to make major revisions to the English Language 
Arts (ELA) curriculum. Our goal was to develop a consistent program for 
both grades that closely aligns to the Massachusetts English Language Arts 
curriculum standards and our grade-level benchmarks. The newly revised 
curriculum is being implemented during the 2001-2002 school year. 


In order to support the revised curriculum, it was necessary to update our 
instructional materials. Three integrated language arts programs were 
examined, and Prentice Hall Literature©2000 was selected as the program 
best suited to meet our needs. Due to reduced funding for textbooks in the 
FY 2002 budget, it was only possible to purchase one class set of student 
texts for each. English Language Arts teacher in grades 7 and 8. 
Fortunately for us, Prentice Hall very generously provided all of the 
teacher support materials at no charge. An instructional plan was 
developed that involves teaching selected units from the Prentice Hall 
Literature program as well as whole class novels. It was determined that 
the benefits of implementing the new program for all students in both 7% 
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and 8h grades this year outweighed the disadvantages of not being able to 
provide a textbook for each student to bring home. 


The English Language Arts curriculum addresses the following skill areas, 
which are taught in an integrated fashion: literary genres: fiction, 
nonfiction, poetry, drama, mythology (grade 7), and American folk 
literature (grade 8) and literary analysis. Additional skill areas include: 
reading comprehension strategies, vocabulary, grammar, writing, 
speaking, listening and presentation skills. 


The Prentice Hall Literature program is used for classroom instruction. 
Selections from the text are read and discussed in class. Students have the 
opportunity to revisit the selections more than once. Reinforcement 
materials are provided that support related skills, e.g. vocabulary, reading 
strategies, comprehension, literary skills, etc. Students are responsible for 
maintaining these materials in their ELA notebook. These reinforcement 
tools serve as both home assignments and study guides for tests. 


In addition to the Prentice Hall Literature program, students read a number 
of whole novels during the course of the year. These novels are used to 
teach a variety of genres, including mystery and suspense; historical, 
futuristic, and realistic fiction. Students are expected to complete their 
assigned reading at home and come to class prepared for discussion. A 
variety of skill-based activities accompany each novel. 


One of the special features of the Prentice Hall program is a well- 
maintained website. By visiting the website, students and parents can 
access a variety of Internet based activities related to each unit selection in 
Prentice Hall Literature. Students can also take a “self-test” for each 
selection and receive immediate feedback. The Prentice Hall website may 
be accessed by logging on to www.phschocl.com. 


We realize that the purchase of a limited number of textbooks has some 
disadvantages, as there are some students and parents who would find 
greater comfort in having the option of bringing the text home. However, 
our Curriculum Specialist and teachers have crafted the program carefully 
and believe that the reinforcement materials referred to previously will 
serve the students well. We will continue to evaluate this new program 
throughout the year. Decisions regarding the purchase of additional 
textbooks will be based on program evaluation, as well as funding 
priorities and available resources. 


We are very excited about our new Grade 7 and 8 English Language Arts 
program, which provides students with high quality literature along with 
skills instruction that is aligned to meet the Massachusetts English 
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Parents & Teachers for the Arts Programs: Students in grades 4-8 are 
enjoying a series of cultural and curriculum enrichment programs during 
the 2001-2002 school year sponsored by the Middle School Parents & 
Teachers for the Arts. Chairperson of the organization, Robin Billing, 
collaborates with teachers to select programs that provide students with 
exposure to a variety of unique art forms, as well as enhance the 
curriculum. Middle School students also learn important skills in 
appropriate audience behavior by attending these assemblies. Interested 
adults from the community who would like to attend any of the 
performances are welcome to contact Mrs. Billing at the Middle School.

All of these programs help to support and enhance our curriculum 
offerings. Special recognition is due to Mrs. Billing, who coordinates these 
special programs for our students. 


2002 National Geography Bee School Finals: Following a series of 
classroom rounds conducted in seventh and eighth grade classrooms, ten 
finalists were selected to compete in the 2002 National Geography Bee 
School Finals on January 7 in the John C. Collins Community 
Auditorium. The 2002 Bee is sponsored by National Geographic Society. 
The ten finalists were: Ryan Sheehan, Nick DeSousa, Dan Batchelder, and 
Chris Trask (Grade 7); Jim Sullivan, Chris Simmons, Will Kenney, Devyn 
DeDominici, and Brad Vandehey (Grade 8). Will Kenney was the school 
winner, and Chris Simmons was the first runner up. Both students are 
eighth graders. Following the school finals, school winner, Will Kenney, 
took a written qualifying examination, which was submitted to the 
National Geographic Society. Results of this test will determine whether 
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he will be eligible to participate in the State Bee, which will be held this 
spring. 


Mock Trial: Our grade 5 students continue to be involved in a special 
program offered through the District Attorney’s office in Brockton. Our 
mock trial was a result of two prior meetings with students conducted by 
Mr. Edward Jacobs, Director of Preventive Resources, for the District 
Attorney's office. These meetings focused on student understanding of the 
federal and local court systems, the differences between civil and criminal 
law, and issues of bullying and harassment. The trial involved fifth grade 
students who role-played a trial involving a bullying incident that had 
resulted in a serious student injury. We are grateful to Officer Janice 
Cunningham and personnel from the District Attorney’s office who work 
collaboratively to bring this very worthwhile program to our school. 


Project Contemporary Competitiveness (PCC): Our students continue to 
participate in the PCC program. PCC is a six-week summer residential 
program that is held each summer at Bridgewater State College. PCC is 
open to highly capable students from East Bridgewater and other 
communities who enjoy challenging work and may have an area of special 
interest. Over 25 courses are offered, including television production, 
psychology, sculpture, painting, technology, marine biology, photography, 
robotics, literature, and aviation. A very busy schedule is developed for 
each participant including time for classes, recreation, study time, and 
social activities. The application process is very competitive with a limited 
number of spaces available. Approximately 25 grade 8 students 
participate in this program each year. 


Quest-- Skills for Adolescence and DARE Programs: Middle school 
students continue to be involved in the Quest Skills for Adolescence and 
Project D.A.R.E. (Drug Abuse Resistance Education) programs. All fifth 
grade students participate in the Quest program, a course developed by 
the Quest National Center in collaboration with Lions Club International. 
All fifth grade teachers have received special training and are involved in 
teaching the Quest curriculum. All sixth and eighth grade students 
participate in Project D.A.R.E., a program provided by the East 
Bridgewater Police Department. Case studies, role playing, conflict 
resolution, and problem-solving activities are an integral part of both 
programs and are designed to equip students with the skills they will need 
to support their social, emotional, and personal growth. Both programs 
truly support our school’s core values of self-esteem, respect, 
responsibility, and life-long learning and are a valuable part of the middle 
school experience. 


Nature’s Classroom: Grade 5 students, teachers, and parents continue to 
participate in this very special program, which is held in April each year. 
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The goal of Nature’s Classroom is to create a living-learning community 
that integrates the social development of that community with academic 
and social experiences. Each Nature’s Classroom program is developed in 
consultation with the classroom teachers in order to create an experience 
that is connected to the school’s curriculum and goals. Students 
participate in a number of science, social studies, and teamwork related 
activities that are designed to stimulate students’ intellectual, personal, 
social, and emotional growth. Special recognition is due to Ms. Dowling, 
who coordinates this very worthwhile program for our fifth graders. 


After School Program Grants: Our after school program offers academic 
enrichment and support as well as cultural, athletic, and recreational 
activities. Crafts, homework support, fly fishing, cooking and sewing, 
model building, chess, and basketball are a sampling of the program 
activities. This federal-grant program also provides transportation (late 
buses) for students. Approximately 550 students and 40 teachers and 
parents are involved with our after-school program. The Middle School 
administration greatly appreciates the efforts of the North River 
Collaborative staff in securing these grant funds and the excellent work of 
Mrs. Stephen, program coordinator, middle school staff, and parents for 
their hard work and significant commitment to this most successful 
program. Feedback from North River administrative staff continue to 
show that our program is one of the most successful in the area, which is a 
credit to everyone involved in our after school program. 


Academic Challenge Experience (ACE): The ACE program provides 
academic support for students in Reading and Mathematics. Students 
participate in small group instruction, which is linked to standard 
classroom activities. The goals of the program are to increase student 
interest, confidence, and skill levels and to foster academic achievement. 
The after-school ACE program extends the services of our ACE summer 
program, which is offered to students throughout the district. Special 
recognition is due to Mrs. Deborah Bourne and Mrs. Dianne Lounsbury 
who do an excellent job coordinating our ACE program. 


Parent Exit Surveys: Our parent exit surveys provide parents with an 
opportunity to offer their feedback about their child’s educational 
experiences and our school programs to our school council and 
administration. All middle school council members were provided with a 
copy of each completed survey. Much of our December 11, 2001 council 
meeting was devoted to reviewing the surveys and developing 
recommended response actions. 


General observations 
The council offered the following observations: 
e The surveys offer purposeful and useful feedback 
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e Although we received a relatively low number of surveys, the council 
believes that the returns fairly represent the perspectives of middle 
school parents 

e Overall, the survey responses indicate that parents are pleased with 
the educational programs and services provided at the middle school 

e Perceptions by educators and parents about the effectiveness of our 
school programs are not always in harmony 

e Many of the areas of concern identified by parents are often the result 
of a lack of communication

Many of the strengths identified by parents in last year’s surveys were 
noted again this year. Identified strengths include:

The feedback received from parents through the exit survey process and 
the recommended response actions developed by middle school council 
will serve to strengthen the programs and services that are offered at our 
school. 


School Newsletters: Our School Newsletter, Yours In the Middle, 
continues to be a key communication tool by providing parents with 
school information and related activities. Our newsletters are published 
four times each year and are mailed to parents. Special recognition is due 
to Mrs. McCusker for her significant efforts in preparing and coordinating 
our newsletter activities. 
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Parent and community volunteers: We are indeed fortunate to have an 
extensive group of parents and community members who continue to 
make a significant contribution to our school in their capacity as 
volunteers. Their efforts include the operation of our school store, field 
trip supervision, and assistance with our State mandated health-screening 
program. Several parents and community members are also involved in 
our after-school program. We are also fortunate to have a number of 
individuals who are assisting and supporting middle school staff with our 
classroom activities. Special recognition is extended to Mrs. Linda 
Gilbertson, parent volunteer coordinator, who continues to lead our 
volunteer efforts here at the middle school. 


Service Learning: Our middle school students and staff continue to 
understand the importance and value of service to others. Throughout the 
year, students and staff are engaged in a number of special fundraising 
and related activities designed to support needy families, assist individuals 
who are experiencing difficult times, or offering recognition and 
appreciation to others. Financial donations to various groups and 
agencies, canned food drives, and valentines for vets are just some of the 
activities that take place here at the middle school. As Principal, I am truly 
proud of the special commitment that our students and staff continue to 
demonstrate by serving and giving to others. 


Mitchell Middle School students and staff responses to the events of 
September 11th; The September 11" tragedies and subsequent events have 
had a significant impact on all of us. There is no question that all of the 
members of our school family experienced a number of emotions and 
feelings as a result of the events of September 11'*. During the past few 
months, a number of meetings were held with students, staff, and 
administration to consider appropriate ways for us to respond to the 
tragedies and the events that followed. The following information details 
some of the ways in which middle school students and staff responded to 
the events of September 11". 


Pennies for Patriots—Grade 4 students and staff donated pennies over a 
two-week period. 


Unity Garden--Grade 4-6 students planted bulbs in the courtyard in 
memory of the victims of September 11. Mr. & Mrs. Thomas Card donated 
more than 1400 tulip bulbs and fertilizer for this special project and Mrs. 
Malinowski, grade 7 teacher, donated 200 daffodil bulbs. The bulbs have 
been arranged in the form of the American flag. 


Bake Sale: Grade 7 students prepared baked goods and sold them at a 
school dance. 
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Correspondence to fire, police, rescue workers, and military personnel--Students 
in all grades prepared cards, letters, and posters, which were sent to 
appropriate personnel in New York and Washington. 


Red, White, and Blue Day—A special school-wide ceremony was held on 
November 9'" to pay tribute to the victims of September 11 and to 
recognize the work of police, fire, rescue workers, military personnel and 
Red Cross workers. 


Grade 8 Crimson Team Auction--Students prepared gift items for an evening 
auction, which was attended by parents, staff and community members. 


Grade 8 Indigo Team Hat Sale--Students held a hat sale that was made 
possible through a substantial donation by School Committee member, 
Scott Hastings. 


Middle school students, parents, and staff raised more than $3,500 through 
the aforementioned activities. Proceeds were donated to the American 
Red Cross. Even more important were the many acts of compassion, 
thoughtfulness, and kindness conveyed by middle school students 
through their correspondence to police, fire, Red Cross, and military 
personnel. As Principal, I am truly proud of our students, parents, and 
staff for the caring, concern, and compassion that they demonstrated 
during some very difficult times. Fortunately, much of the initial fear, 
anger, and uncertainty that existed in our school has been replaced by a 
sense of hope, unity, and patriotism. I believe that the involvement of 
students and staff in the above-referenced activities served to enhance the 
healing process, reinforced the importance of respecting those in the 
helping professions, and served to further unite us as members of the 
Mitchell Middle School family and as Americans, as well. 


Impact of FY2002 Budget reductions: Although some of the programs 
and services that were part of the more than $700,000 cut from the district's 
FY2002 spending plan were restored, others were not. Budget restorations 
have allowed us to continue to offer our Nature’s Classroom, Yearbook, 
Student Council, and Drama programs and to purchase much needed 
supplies, texts, and replacement printers. Fortunately, Project MEET grant 
funding has allowed us to purchase some much needed computer 
equipment for our Technology Integration Lab. 


The loss of a grade 5 teacher has had, and will continue to have, an adverse 
effect on student-teacher ratios. Class size is a significant factor in the 
educational process. For example, teaching and learning in a class of 22 or 
23 students is very different than in a class of 27-28. There are many 
educators and parents who believe that large class sizes have a negative 
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impact on instructional quality, learning options, effort, attention, 
discipline, individual and group interaction, and ultimately student 
learning. These concerns not only reflect the current impact of high 
student-teacher ratios, but also the cumulative effects that surround this 


important issue. 


The elimination of our Family Consumer Science Program has also had, and will 
continue to have, an adverse effect in our school. Many practical life skills that 
were part of the Family Consumer Science Program are no longer being offered to 
students. The Massachusetts Comprehensive Health Curriculum 
Framework cites the inclusion of Health Education, Physical Education, 
and Family Consumer Science as three integral components of a 
Comprehensive Health Program. Unfortunately, we now offer only two of 
those three components to our middle school youngsters. In addition, the 
elimination of the Family Consumer Science Program has significantly 
increased class sizes in our grade 5, 6, and 7 Technology Education thereby 
limiting program offerings in basic machine design, woodworking, and 
drafting. Many current Technology Education classes now approach 30 
students, which also heightens adequate supervision and safety concerns. 


Inflationary costs and uncertainties in the fuel and electricity industries are 
likely to result in a reduction of actual dollars in operating funds for 
supplies, textbooks, computers, and related materials that are purchased 
for next year. It should also be noted that many of our operating expense 
account line items have not been increased in several years, which creates a 
cumulative effect on our purchasing power. 


Our school budget establishes the financial foundation needed to: 

e Meet the goals and objectives of our School Improvement Plan 

e Meet the goals of the district's Strategic Plan 

e Provide the quality educational programs that youngsters need and 
deserve 

In order to maintain the integrity of our educational programs, it is 

absolutely critical that we receive FY 2003 funding that allows us to 

maintain level services. It has become clear to me that a minimum amount 

of funding is necessary to serve the 1,000+ students who attend our middle 

school. An amount that does not provide for level services in the year 

ahead is very likely to result in the loss of teaching positions and would 

cause increases in class size. This, in turn, would have a detrimental effect 

on our educational program. Anything short of a level-services budget for the 

2002-2003 school year is likely to result in an educational program that no 

reasonable person would find acceptable. 


Closing comments: The New England League of Middle Schools 
(NELMS) identifies a number of building blocks to student development 
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and effective schooling that will help youngsters grow up to be healthy, 
caring, and responsible adults. Those building blocks are: 


Achievement and motivation Responsibility 
Homework completion Honesty 

Bonding to school Integrity 

Reading for pleasure Concern/service to others 


Certainly, the aforementioned areas of focus are part of our work with 
students each and every day here at school. 


I would be remiss if I did not recognize our Assistant Principals, Mrs. 
McCusker and Mr. Metters, who assist with the total operation of our 
school. Both are professional educators who continue to make a significant 
contribution to our students and to our school programs. 


Two new signs are now displayed in our school. One sign is displayed in 
front of the main office, while the other is displayed at the entrance of the 
grade 4 hall. The signs read: Through these doors pass some of the finest 
students, teachers, and parents in the world. These signs serve as a daily 
reminder that we are truly blessed to have such a wonderful group of 
students, capable and committed staff, and caring and supportive parents. 
I remain confident that by working together, we will continue to make our 
school a better place for our students and for all of the members of the 
Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School community.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Dear Dr. Riordan, 


It is a privilege and pleasure to submit the annual report of the high school 
for the year 2001. We were saddened by the deaths of former mathematics 
teacher William Moore and middle school principal John Collins who 
contributed greatly to the high school during their long tenures. We 
maintain the motto TEAM (together everyone achieves more). My 
colleague in the principalship Winston L. Fairfield, Jr. continues to have a 
most positive and profound impact on the entire operation of the school. 
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2001 marked the final year of Dr. Judith A. Riordan’s distinguished thirty- 
two year career. Her enlightened vision will continue to have a positive 
impact as we move into the future. We look forward to working with our 
new superintendent Dr. Margaret Strojny who was unanimously selected 
after an extensive nationwide search. We are certain that Dr. Strojny will 
prove to lead us to a higher level of excellence as we meet the challenges 
and opportunities that lie ahead. 


Several other retirements must be noted: 

e Mrs. Helen Cox who will be remembered fondly by all for her many 
contributions as an English teacher and drama director; 

e Mr. Daniel Lasdow who built a tradition of excellence as Director of 
Music over twenty-nine years; 

e Mrs. Claire Howard shared much knowledge in many areas with 
parents and students in her three decades as a guidance counselor; 

e Mrs. Helen Backstrom will be greatly missed after twenty-five years as 
a secretary, most of which was spent as the unofficial head of the 
guidance department; 

e Mr. Michael Joyce served as a highly knowledgeable head custodian 
for several years. 


There were several significant additions to our faculty. We were pleased 
that Loren Malkasian joined the guidance department. We were also 
pleased that David Surette joined the English department after teaching in 
other systems for many years. We have high expectations for Pamela Ross 
who recently moved to a teaching position from the alternative aide 
position. Patricia Ryan is an outstanding addition to the technology 
education department. Priscilla Moore ably filled the alternative aide 
position. Head custodian Alfred Ferrara and Lynne Flores were excellent 
additions to the custodial and cafeteria staff. A very talented and 
experienced Mary Scarbrough was a welcome addition as principal's 
secretary as Maureen Hill transitioned to the secretary for the curriculum 
director. Kathleen Boyle took over superbly for the retired Helen 
Backstrom as guidance secretary. Officer John Grillo ably filled the role of 
school resource officer for the retiring Mike Kennedy after many years of 
distinguished service to the schools. Mr. Stuart Britton became the new 
music director in a highly positive and professional manner furthering the 
tradition of excellence established under Mr. Lasdow 


Although 2001 was another successful year of student achievement and 
faculty support the high school felt the consequences of budget reduction, 
which resulted in significant cuts in staff and programs. Cuts to expense 
accounts which were already inadequate made it difficult to provide 
instructional and non-instructional services. Our students are still able to 
complete an excellent educational program. This may be attributed to the 
quality and motivation of our faculty and staff who have made every effort 
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to absorb reductions by doing more. It must be pointed out that this 
admirable philosophy cannot indefinitely make up for inadequate 
resources. Anything less than a level services budget for the next fiscal 
year will result in serious consequences that are highly unlikely to be 
overcome in providing our students the education they deserve. 


We began the high school year with 688 students. Over the next several 
years we expect to add approximately 100 students. The breakdown by 
grade and gender is as follows:

We are pleased to report that student attendance has continually improved 
in a TEAM effort under the leadership of Mr. Fairfield. This has been a 
critical step in raising academic expectations for all of our students. 


The start of school was sadly highlighted by the tragedy of September 11 
which was recognized in a moving memorial assembly by our school 
community. 


Our high school council, which is co-chaired by Jane Haines and the 
principal, has been invaluable providing assistance, guidance, and 
initiative as plans are developed and ideas tested. 2001 brought about the 
conclusion of service for teacher Bill Smith who was an exemplary and 
integral member for three years. In addition to Mrs. Haines, we are 
thankful for the continued service of Mrs. Beth Hayes, Mrs. Donna Noon, 
Mrs. Colleen Rosenberg, Mrs. Tansy Walker-Bois, Mr. George McCabe, Mr. 
Michael Dunphy, and ex-officio member Mr. Winston Fairfield. New 
members are Stuart Britton from the faculty and student members are 
Suzanne Ferrell-Locke, Kara Joy, Emily-Anne Patt, Angela Noon, and 
Leanne LeBlanc. The goals of the council include: 
e Preparation of the special progress report to NEASC for 
continued accreditation 
e Enhance the transition program from grade eight to nine. 
e Provide input to help improve student attendance. 
e Provide input to help improve communication between school 
and community. 
e Provide support, input, and assistance to the MCAS 
improvement plan. 
e Support and communicate to the public the need for adequate 
funding. 
e Support the development of programs for high-end learners. 
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e Promote equity and the appreciation of diversity for all learning 
styles and abilities. 

e Review the engineering study done on the high school and 
advocate for its findings for future building renovations to 
address present and future programming and space needs. 

e Promote awareness of school programs, services, 
accomplishments and needs. 


We successfully completed our NEASC five-year progress report for 
continued accreditation. A comprehensive professional development plan 
for this year has been developed with input from a planning committee. 
The committee membership was representative of the faculty, and input 
was given by the school council. The plan includes system, high school, 
and department programs. The faculty made excellent progress to develop 
benchmarks in line with the state’s curriculum frameworks. The CLASP 
initiative facilitated by curriculum director Carolyn Cragin has been most 
helpful in this regard. 


We evaluated the five years of block scheduling and were encouraged with 
the results of that evaluation. Most parents, students and faculty have 
found block scheduling to be a positive way of organizing the school day. 
We have also found that students generally receive higher grades under 
this plan. We have found that students have been able to take more 
courses with block scheduling, and evidence indicates an improvement in 
the quality of learning as well. 


Our MCAS results showed continued strong improvement in all 
categories. We scored well above the state average overall. Our scores 
were eight points higher than the state average on English and six points 
higher on math. We were among the top twelve percent of high schools in 
the state for students achieving Certificates of Mastery which entitles them 
to tuition waivers at state colleges and universities. The percentage of 
students passing MCAS placed us among the top twenty-six percent in the 
state. We were very pleased with the positive and cooperative approach 
that was taken by our students and faculty. Creative scheduling is 
necessary in order to provide an optimum testing environment for 
sophomores. To strengthen students' skills in preparation for the MCAS, 
we are offering remediation courses in English and mathematics. Carolyn 
Cragin, director of curriculum, instruction, and professional development, 
continued her impact on greater student achievement systemwide. Some 
major systemwide initiatives are the development of standards-based 
materials and strategies, writing guides, and MCAS/frameworks 
vocabulary for all classrooms, test-taking and parent support strategies, 
and summer remediation programs. Major high school initiatives in 
addition to the remediation courses are: after-school MCAS remediation 
and academic support programs, tutoring by college students, 
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motivational programs, and software programs for remediation. Ms. 
Cragin and Student Support Specialist Virginia O’Kelly and the 
proficiency team led by Mr. Vernon Post and Mr. Darren Burkett and ten 
highly dedicated faculty members from diverse areas have provided much 
of the leadership for these initiatives. Thirteen students participated in 
Stonehill College’s YES program on Saturdays to prepare for MCAS. 


Our curriculum coordinators Mr. Abate (science), Mr. Cronin (English), 
Mr. McCabe (social studies) and Mrs. Russell (math) continue to provide 
quality instructional leadership during a demanding era of change. They 
have been leaders of our efforts to strengthen and enrich our instructional 
program. Mr. Ferrell-Locke is recognized for meeting our ever-increasing 
technology needs while also maintaining teaching responsibilities. 


Librarian Anne Johnson and aide Merilee Phinney continue the level and 
quality of services to our students and faculty despite budget cuts 
resulting in a decrease in the hours of operation. 


Arthur Illsley was chosen as Global Educator of the year by the 
Southeastern Massachusetts Geography Network and recognized at the 
State House. Social studies coordinator George McCabe won a prestigious 
scholarship to the Gettysburg College Civil War Institute and joined 
colleague Rui Santos on the institute’s faculty. 


The number of students electing to take the Advanced Placement exams 
has continued to increase, and student performance on these tests 
continues to improve. Forty-eight students took the U.S. History exam, 
forty-four the English, twenty-three took Calculus, and four AP Art. The 
majority of students receive college credit and may opt out of a required 
course to take an extra course at some time in their college career. 


Forty-six students were inducted into the East Bridgewater Chapter of the 
National Honor Society making this year's chapter the largest in history. 
The students were involved in a number of service projects which included 
cleaning up the courtyard and planting spring bulbs, and visiting Brockton 
Hospital before Christmas spreading joyful spirits to children and adults 
who had to spend the holidays in the hospital. Many members were also 
helpful tutoring other students who needed academic assistance. 


Student senate and senior class president Jill Smith was elected to the 
annual state student government day. She and alternate Pam DeAngelo 
both participated in the program serving as supreme court justices in a 
program at the state house. 


The National Council of Teachers of English selected a poem by Sara Gates 
for its annual High School Poetry Anthology. This group recognized 
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Kimberly Allison for the English Achievement Award in Writing. 
Kimberly was also recognized as a commended scholar by the National 
Merit Scholarship Program. Lauren Folloni was chosen as a semi-finalist in 
the International Open Poetry contest by Poetry.com. Her poem “Memory” 
will be published in their Nature’s Echoes. 


Phil Perry, Tarah Martell and Meghan Rosenberg were winners of the top 
three prizes in the Veterans’ of Foreign Wars Voice of Democracy program. 
Meghan was also selected as our representative to the Brotherhood 
Program “Classmates Today - Neighbors Tomorrow” for 2001, sponsored 
by the Jewish War Veterans of the United States. Pam DeAngelo was the 
school selection for the Massachusetts Daughters of the American 
Revolution Good Citizen Award. Sara Moukalled won the Junior Miss 
Scholarship Program. Danielle Beddia has been selected as the 
representative to the Hugh O’Brien Youth Leadership seminar. Laura 
Hastings was chosen first alternate. 


The East Bridgewater High School community service learning program 
Reach Out grew under the direction of Carolyn Barnes. This program is 
funded through a grant from the Massachusetts Department of Education. 
A commitment for an annual generous contribution from the East 
Bridgewater Savings Bank, our official community partner ensures the 
successful continuation of the program. Over one hundred high school 
students are working in a variety of roles in the community. Many 
students tutor at the Central School and the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle 
School. Students are supervised by faculty advisors and earn academic 
credit for their service and required writing. "Seed money" grants from 
Reach Out have supported other community service projects developed by 
staff and student groups. We hope Reach Out will eventually involve all 
students in some form of community service learning. Mr. Jack Curley has 
been a key community leader in the establishment and development of this 


program. 


Our school-to-career programs have expanded greatly through the efforts 
of many faculty and staff under the supervision of Mrs. O’Kelly who also 
facilitates our academic support programs. Mr. Fairfield, counselor Vernon 
Post and school psychologist Nancy Miller have been responsible for 
coordinating student support services in the highest quality manner with a 
very limited staff and budget. 


More students than ever are receiving college credit through the Tech Prep 
program. Jo-Ann O’Brien has been instrumental in the success of the Tech 
Prep program, which has inspired many students who otherwise might 
not have continued their education. 
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The Creative Writing class under the direction of Michael Dunphy 
published an exceptional literary magazine The Viking Saga, which placed 
among the top six in the state. Mr. Burkett’s journalism class enhanced our 
student newspaper, The Viking Voice, with a new format. Additional 
improvements were made to this student-produced publication. An 
Evening of Celebration hosted by Mrs. Cox’s Honors English 10 class to 
honor senior citizens was the most successful ever. 


Under the direction of Mrs. Barnes and Mr. Melzack students exhibited 
their work at the town library in our ever-improving art program. 


Homecoming weekend was memorable. The traditional lasagna dinner 
was held on Friday evening while Friday afternoon was highlighted by a 
spirited rally. Saturday's festivities included an exceptional parade and a 
football victory over Hingham. The crowning of this year’s king and 
queen, Reilly White and Suzanne Ferrell-Locke, at half-time culminated a 
very successful homecoming weekend. 


East Bridgewater High School hosted the state’s first Tomorrow’s Teachers 
Club conference at Bridgewater State College with distinction under 
advisors Jo-Ann O’Brien and Gloria Sloan. We will be hosting the 2002 
conference at Stonehill College doubling the participation of the initial 


program. 


The high school participated in a very successful lockdown which is an 
important part of our recently developed building crisis plan. We were 
very proud of our faculty, staff and students’ cooperation in this endeavor. 
School resource officer John Grillo’s presence continues to enhance the 
safety and security of our school. 


A successful CPR certification program was organized and directed by 
senior Michelle Roan. 


Our SADD program, led by the efforts of senior Rachel Anderson, 
sponsored a highly effective “White Out Day” to remind students to be 
safe during the prom and graduation season. 


The student senate and advisor, Mrs. Gillespie, invited the freshman class 
to the seventh annual Freshman Dinner held in the high school cafeteria. 
The freshmen were treated to salad, pizza, and a “make your own 
sundae.” Student senate and senior class president Jill Smith was a key 
force in enhancing our transition efforts. 


All graduation activities left us with a great sense of pride in our departing 
seniors. Over $70,000 was awarded among two hundred scholarships and 
many awards were made at a dignified senior honors and awards evening. 
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The graduation exercises were held in an enjoyable and dignified 
atmosphere with Helen Cox giving an eloquent and meaningful address. 
Mrs. Cox was presented a plaque in recognition of her thirty-three years of 
distinguished service as an English teacher extraordinaire. Honored guest 
Louise Glover, Class of 1923, accompanied by her great-granddaughter, 
Kristen Clark, a 2001 graduate, spoke of her days as a student. Class 
president Jill Smith, valedictorian Kim Allison, and salutatorian Pam 
DeAngelo gave meaningful speeches. Diplomas were distributed by school 
committee members John Clifford and Jean Eastman. The annual awards 
program for underclassmen saw over two hundred students receive 
awards. 


Our co-curricular programs, coordinated by student activities coordinator 
Barbara Gillespie, athletic directors Allen Smith and John Lucier, and 
music directors Dan Lasdow and Stuart Britton were exceptional. Band 
and chorus members represented the school in an exemplary manner at 
numerous community events, and individual members were recipients of 
many awards. The undefeated marching band won the New England 
School Band championship for the fifth time in six years with the highest 
score in the history of the competition. Director Mr. William Solari 
continued to provide outstanding leadership. Suzanne Ferrell-Locke 
conducted for the second year. We were one of two schools chosen from 
state competition to compete at Symphony Hall and Tanglewood. Our 
athletic teams continued to be successful and exemplified a high level of 
sportsmanship. It should be noted that the boys’ cross-country team had 
their best season ever, Winning numerous regional and class competitions 
and winning the state championship—the first team in the history of the 
school to do so. Junior Bridget Larkin became the first female to score over 
one thousand points in basketball. Meghan Rosenberg and Kevin 
McDermott were selected as senior student-athletes of the year. George 
McCabe was named Boston Globe cross-country coach of the year for the 
unprecedented second year in a row. Ron St. George, head football coach, 
reached the extraordinary one hundred fifty-victory milestone. Principal 
Kelly served his second year as president of the five-league Pilgrim 
Conference. John Lucier has made a positive and profound impact on the 
program succeeding longtime athletic director Allen Smith. 


Theater continued to grow in quality and student involvement under the 
direction of Helen Cox, Nancy Miller and the assistance of Sharyn Walker 
and Jeff Melzack. In March the high school students starred in the musical 
The Wiz, critically acclaimed as one of their finest performances yet. Thirty 
talented and energetic students formed the ensemble, and eighteen 
students ran the show from behind the scenes. You Can't Take It With You 
was performed this fall at the high school. Over sixty students were 
involved in some aspect of this side-splitting comedy production. 
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The Key Club, under the direction of Mr. McCabe, provided an ever- 
increasing number of service projects. The annual Lock-In fundraiser broke 
another record. Over $14,600 was raised for scholarships given to 
graduating seniors. The “Seniors” Prom for the elderly was held at the 
Commercial Club and was a great success with over seventy “seniors” and 
thirty-four Key Club members attending. An estimated three hundred 
fifty guests attended the 27" anniversary of the annual Halloween party 
held in the cafeteria for the young children of the community. The Key 
Club’s contributions to the school and community are too extensive to list 
here but are recognized and appreciated, as are those of Kiwanis and their 
liaisons to the school, Jerry Hartman and Kristine Resendes. 


History teacher Rui Santos volunteered to again serve as advisor to the 
History Club, which has provided a number of superbly planned activities 
and trips to enrich student experience including a trip to Gettysburg. 
Biology teacher Margarita Crowell has provided a similar high quality 
service with the new astronomy club. 


Our foreign exchange program continues to add richness to the school. 
This year four American Field Service students from varied cultures were 
enrolled at the high school under the supervision of Mr. Ferrell-Locke. The 
PCC French and Spanish exchange programs continue to thrive under the 
direction of Mrs. Gillespie and Mrs. Lovett. The French and Spanish 
students live with their American hosts, attend some classes and enjoy 
many excursions to areas of interest such as Martha’s Vineyard, Newport, 
Plymouth Plantation and Boston. Our students who went to Spain were 
Catherine Belmore, Sara Johnson, and Edward Perry. Going to France were 
Samantha Robertson, Bethany Ortenzi, Angela Noon, and Lauren 
Sheppard. 


The annual student senate blood drive on December 6 was another huge 
success. One hundred fifty-three individuals presented and 123 pints of 
blood were donated. This represents a new record for the high school. 
Considering each unit can help three to six people, the total effort of the 
drive will help 738 patients. Of those who donated, 93 were new donors, 
mainly consisting of students at the high school. The American Red Cross 
once again praised the maturity and level of commitment on the part of the 
student senate members who worked so diligently to ensure the success of 
the drive. 


We are always pleased with the accomplishments of our students and the 
high school program. We believe that what we do, we do well. We are also 
always concerned that there are many things we cannot do for lack of a 
program, course or staff. As the problems of our society escalate, so do the 
problems of adolescents. There is a need for remedial staff for regular 
education students, counseling staff, a comprehensive school-to-career 
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program and additional special education staff as we work towards full 
inclusion. An academic resource center needs to be developed to assist 
students to pass the state mandated testing program for graduation. 


As the high school expands learning opportunities for students and as our 
enrollment grows, increased staff and classroom space will be needed, 
particularly if we are to meet the requirements of Educational Reform. 
While much has been accomplished in our technology program, the high 
school also needs to expand its computer capabilities and computer access 
for all students on a regular basis. Our graduates report that the lack of 
technology and relevant training are major weaknesses of the high school. 
A full-time instructional technology specialist is critically needed to meet 
our computer needs. 


While funding and resources are a very real concern, East Bridgewater 
High School continues to provide a quality educational experience. Our 
strengths are in the motivation and commitment of our students, staff, and 
parents. There is a positive learning climate that is demonstrated in the 
excellent rapport between students and teachers. Over 80% of the Class of 
2001 went on to some form of higher education. Our graduates earn 
admission to the colleges and universities of their choice. Our alumni 
indicate that their high school education prepared them for the 
competitive study of higher education. Our graduates are accepted by 
prestigious schools and colleges, and they are very successful as they begin 
their careers. 


The high school administration would like to thank the police, fire, 
highway, tree, water, library, and town hall administrative departments 
for their cooperation and assistance throughout the year. We receive a 
great deal of help from the other town departments which is very much 
appreciated. I would also like to thank our tireless and dedicated school 
committee for their support and efforts on behalf of our students. We also 
are very grateful for the parent volunteers, local businesses and service 
and patriotic organizations who continue to contribute greatly and 
generously to the high school programs. I am personally grateful to 
curriculum director, Carolyn Cragin, assistant principal, Winston Fairfield, 
the faculty, and all of our support staff for their continued commitment to 
excellence. We are indebted to Dr. Riordan, Mr. Achin, Mrs. Levine, and 
the central office staff for their wise and dedicated leadership and 
assistance. 


If our needs appear great, it is the consequence of inequitable state funding 
and previous years of limited budgets, Educational Reform requirements, 
societal influences, and the challenges of our changing role in the 
technological and global environment in which all of us must be at ease. 
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We need the continued support of the community. Our vision is a shared 
one - 

that ALL students can be successful. This is evident in our mission 
statement: East Bridgewater High School is a learning community where every 
individual continues to develop a sense of self-worth, social responsibility and 
accomplishment through effort and perseverance.

After 7 competitions in the 
NESBA (New England School Bandmasters Association), the Guard placed 
2nd in the Finals competition for division A. The Percussion ensemble, in its 
initial year of competition, received a gold medal in open class competition 
at finals after 5 competitions. 


The High School Band and “Rhythmix” performed in the MICA Festival in 
April. The ensembles both received Gold Medals and therefore won the 
right to perform at the MICA Gold Medal Concerts. 


An April 14, “Rhythmix” performed their program at Symphony Hall in 
Boston. The Concert Band performed at Tanglewood on May 6. 


The Annual Pops Concerts, sponsored by the Music Parents, were held on 
April 7 and 8 at the Middle School. On Saturday night, the Middle School 
Wind Ensemble, the High School Chorus, the Middle School Jazz Band, 
“Rhythmix” and the High School Jazz Band performed. On Sunday 
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afternoon, the High School Concert Band, Grades 4, 5, 6 Chorus, 
“Rhythmix” and the High School Jazz Band performed. The theme was 
“Music Heard Around the World”. 


The High School Spring Concert was presented on May 8. Mr. Daniel 
Lasdow directed the Concert Band in his last concert as music director at 
East Bridgewater Schools. “Rhythmix”, Madrigal Singers and Concert 
Choir was under the direction of Sharyn Walker and accompanied by Mr. 
Scott Walker. The Concert Band and Concert Choir combined for a grand 
finale of The Battle Hymn of the Republic. 


A presentation was made at the High School Spring Concert to recognize 
Donna Desmond and Anne and Wayne Perry for being awarded the Music 
Advocacy Award by the Massachusetts Music Educators Association. Music 
teachers from across the state selected the recipients for this award. 


The EBHS Jazz Band, directed by John Fantucchio, performed in a number 
of festivals throughout the spring. The band was heard at the Bridgewater 
Lions Club Pops concert, the Taste of Metro South Festival, the Abington 
Jazz Festival and NAJE festivals in Norwood and Foxboro. At the Foxboro 
Festival, the band earned a silver medal. 


The Concert Band performed at the Memorial Day Ceremony on the 
Common. The High School Chorus performed at Awards Night. Both 
groups performed at the High School Graduation. 


The Middle School Concert Band and Grade 7, 8 Chorus performed at the 
Great East Festival in June. Both ensembles earned a gold medal for their 
efforts. 


The grade 7,8 Concert Band and grade 7,8 Chorus ensembles presented 
their spring concert on June 5. The grade 5 and 6 Bands and grade 4,5,6 
chorus presented assemblies to the school on June 8. 


The Viking Marching Band had a record-breaking season during the fall of 
2001. After placing first in competition and first in all categories at each of 
their competitions, the band earned a Platinum Medal at Division One 
Finals. This was the first Platinum medal received by either a division one 
or two band in the history of NESBA competition. 


In addition to competitions, the Marching Band participated in 9 parades 
during the fall of 2001. The list included the Little League Parade, 
Homecoming Parade, 3 Veteran’s Day Parades, and the Christmas On The 
Common Parade and 3 additional area Christmas parades. Some of the 
extra parades were also used as fundraisers for the program because of the 
extent of the budget cuts in June.

A new addition to the Department featured the Jazz Combo. Directed by 
Stuart Britton, the ensemble featured top players from the Jazz Band 
program. In addition to local concerts, the ensemble performed at the 
Worcester Centrum for the MASC conference in November. 


The Winter Concerts were presented in December. The Middle School 
Grade 7, 8 Band and the grade 7, 8 Chorus performed on December 18. The 
High School Concert Band, Chorus and “Rhythmix” performed on 
December 19 and the grade 5 and 6 Bands and the grade 4, 5, 6 chorus 
performed for their peers on December 20. On December 21, the students 
from grade 2 and 3 assembled at the high school for a holiday presentation 
by the High School Concert Band and “Rhythmix”. 


The Music Parents Association has donated more than $22,000 to the 
department in the calendar year 2001. In addition to funding the assistant 
staff for Marching Band, they have provided funds that have covered 
additional equipment, scholarships, the annual banquet, and music 
department jackets, transportation and registration fees and numerous 
other areas that needed additional funds. As the school budget faced a 
major reduction in the spring of 2001, the parents stepped up and 
provided even more assistance than what they were accustomed to in past 
years. 


Fund raising efforts for the calendar year included the citrus sale, 
poinsettia sale, spring carnival, candy sales and raffles, in addition to the 
Pops Concert program and other donation drives at concerts and other 
functions. Thanks are due to the Executive Board, which included 
President Debra Hanson, Vice Presidents Tanzi and John Walker-Bois, 
Secretary Donna and Peter Folloni and Treasurer Ann Fortier. Trustees 
Wayne and Ann Perry and Harry and Suzanne Ferrell-Locke supplied 
additional assistance and support. 


In addition to the Music Parents, the department received a grant from 
EBPIE for over $2660 to cover musical instruments and equipment for the 
elementary school and kindergarten programs. The equipment will be 
used by all students in grades Kindergarten through grade three and will 
positively influence those programs for years to come. Thank you EBPIE! 


I would like to thank the School Committee and the School Administration 
for their efforts on behalf of the Music Department. It is clearly an 
indication of the commitment by the school department and the town to 
the students and faculty of the department. The students’ 
accomplishments and the manner in which they represent their schools 
and their town are a tribute to the culture created by such strong support 
and the efforts of so many people in the area. The efforts of the faculty 
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provide the setting that allows the students to achieve much more than 
could be expected from a smaller school system with severe financial 
concerns. The efforts of the Parents Association provide much more than 
monetary support. It is an honor to be associated with a system that cares 
about students and cares about the importance of the arts in the students’ 
lives. The results serve to enrich all that are associated with the program.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SCHOOL FOOD SERVICES 


Dear Dr. Riordan: 


I am pleased to submit the Annual Report of the Director of Food Services 
for the year 2001. 
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School Food Services under the leadership of the cafeteria managers and 
the other cafeteria personnel provide a variety of lunches and other 
offerings to meet the nutritional requirements of its students. Students 
continue to prefer a “fast food” type of menu to the more traditional types 
of meals. As a result of this preference, choices requested by the students 
are met in part by having many of the government commodities processed 
into those items preferred by the students. Some of the popular items, 
which have been processed from government commodities into foods 
favored by the students, are chicken patties, chicken nuggets, hamburgers 
and meatballs. | 


The current charge for a regular meal including milk and dessert is $1.25 
for all students and $1.75 for adults. The lunch program especially at the 
Middle and High School features an a-la-carte program with a variety of 
offerings. The a-la-carte program has, over the years, supplemented the 
increased food and labor costs. As a result of increased food and labor 
costs, the food service revolving account has decreased to where it will be 
necessary to raise the price of lunches for the next school year in order to 
ensure the continued viability of the program. 


In addition to the regular lunches served on a daily basis, the program also 
provides meals to the Senior Citizens on a weekly basis for the cost of $1.00 
at the Gordon W. Middle School. 


The Food Services Department continues its tradition of having excellent 
workers who take pride in their work and in the preparation of quality 
meals to the students of East Bridgewater. Due to the quality of these 
employees, the School Department is in the process of upgrading the 
training of several employees for the position of cafeteria manager and 
cook/baker as a result of the upcoming retirements by Mrs. Catherine 
Mormino, manager at the High Schoo,] and Mrs. Sophie Stec, manager at 
the Middle School. | 


I would like to take this opportunity to wish Superintendent Dr. Judith 
Riordan, High School manager Mrs. Kay Mormino, Middle School 
manager Mrs. Sophie Stec, Administrative Secretary in the 
Superintendent’s office Mrs. Anne Kaiser, and Secretary in the 
Superintendent's office Mrs. Janet Perkins a long and healthy retirement. 
They will be sorely missed for their dedication and hard work over the 


years. 


The success of any program is directly related to its personnel. I would 
like to express my appreciation to the School Lunch Managers, Mrs. 
Jeanette O'Day, Central School manager, Mrs. Sophie Stec, Middle School 
manager, Mrs. Kay Mormino, High School manager, and all of the workers 
and substitutes at all three schools.
